la the sort of wetrd coincidence that and heads are 
more apt loireu aynehroniaty. u may be (iial Lee 
Harvey Oswald, the officially designated lone nut 
assassin of President Kennedy, also knew the 
technicolor sensormma of LSD as well as the man he 
allegedly ahoL 

In September 1967, an eighteen year old US Marine. 
PFC Lee Harvey Oswald, arrived at the Alaugl Naval Air 
Base south of Tokyo for his Aral assignment u a radar 
operator. Although be enlisted leas than a year before, 
he already had a security clearance. Ataug! was no 
ordinary atr base: It was from here that (he top secret U- 
3 spy plane flights took off to conduct their high alUtude 
surveillance of military and Industrial targets In both 
China and the Soviet Union (87). Oul there was 
something else hidden al Aisugi besides the U-2 plane, 
that other something was a group of buildings Identified 
only as the Joint Technical Advisory Croup, but tn 
reality the CIA's Par East base of operations, where, 
among other things, the MK-ULTRA program testing of 
LSD was said to have been conducted. (88) The drug 
wsa used u both an Interrogation device on captured 
enemy agents, and. experimentally, as s training device 
for budding agents who were to be fomillartxed with the 
drugs effect* In case of capture by the enemy: the kVa 
being that If a raptured US gent was slipped some acid 
by hie captors, he would know what wsa happening to 
him and be able to ream freaking oul and spilling bis 
guts to his Interrogators. 

In a 1963 Roiling Stone story, an anonymous Marine 
who was baaed at Alaugl during the some era and in the 
same unit aa Oswald recounted how ClA agents 
attempting lo recruit him. bought him drinks (and 
whoreaj while he was on leave, and spiked hla 
refreshments with aU manner of mind-bending drugs to 
see how well he could hokl up under pressure Besides 
LSD, he was given mescaline, amphetamines, 
depressants, and sodium pentathol. 1691 It la highly 
unlikely that be was the only leatherneck so favored, 
and highly possible (hat Oswald was the recipient of 
si m ila r menial atrip mining. 

Oswald’s entire career In the Marine Corps was a 
magnet for weird events. He Joined the Marines only a 
few days after turning seventeen to October 1966, and 
spent the last two months of that year in basic training. 
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where be distinguished himself In failing to qualify aa a 
nartstnan with the rifle In fact. Oswaid the man who 
the Warren Commission would Later claim managed to 
pull off the three luckiest shots In history, one of which 
managed to defy all the laws of gravity (although I have 
yet to hear of a reputable volume on phyalca which has 
yet acknowledged the fact), was such a bad shot, his 
follow Jarkeads pegged him wtlh the contemptuous 
nickname ebilbird’ Although he did anally make 
marksman grade by December (but only by two points). 

hr failed In duplicate hla eartlar oflort when taking hi*. 

last marksmanship lest before leaving the Corps. (901 

In January 1957. after completing basic. Oswald 
look advanced training at Camp Pendleton, and after 
completing that was sent In March to the Naval Air 
Technical Training Center. Jacksonville, Florida where 
he was trained to be a radar air controller. Oswald 
received a *confldenuaT security clearance to enable him 
to do the job. which la odd when u is considered that by 
thla period, his outspoken pro communist views were 
already noCcrtoua (91) 

After graduating Jacksonville In May. he went to 
Kesaler AFH Mississippi, where he graduated seventh In

a class of fifty in Aircraft Control and Warning 
Operations and received a Military Occupational 
Specially rating aa an Aviation Electronics Operator. Hla 
next slop eras the USMC Air Station In El Toro, 
California, and from there, hla unit waa shipped lo 
Japan in August, lo AiaugL 

It waa in Japan that the atrangeneas In Oswald’s 
carter began to Intensify He was observed taking photos 
of the base, and II waa noticed that he paid specially 
close attention to lectures dealing with classified 
matters But despite thla eagerness to know things, and 
hla communist posturing, none of Oswald s officers 
appeared to be overtly concerned with him as a possible 
security breach. |92) 

On leave. Oswaid became an habitue of a Tokyo 
nightclub called the Queen Bee. an exrlualve Joint that 
catered to officers A typical night there could amount to 
a hundred dollars or m o re, certainly more money than a 
lowly, poorly-paid private like Oswaid could afford. Yet 
Oswald wai known to have kept company with one of 
the 'hostesses’ there, a Japanese woman who was 
possibly a Russian spy. The Queen Bee was a suspected

espionage den flDcd with alluring Mata Haria. Oswald 
may have been only Indulging himself In the sort of 
Intriguing atnosphere that Hik'd the spy Action he loved, 
and perhaps even willing to spend the huge amounts of 
money needed to soak up the atmosphere. But where 
did he gel the money for It? Throughout moot of hto life. 
Oswald was known to be Oat broke or dose to IL and be 
was. perhaps for that reason, usually tight-Baled with 
what llttk he had. It’s hard to believe that he was willing 
to waste money on such fantasies, at least more than 
once. 

Whatever Oswald was doing at the Queen Bee. It 


couldn't have been too onerous a task, although the 
result of it was; In the service of hl» country. Private 
First Class Lee Harvey Oswald contracted a case of 
gonorrhea. (931 However, this was no laughing matter 
for Oswald or any other Marine: in addition to the pain 
and discomfort of the disease Itself, the Marines 
punished men who came down with venereal diseases. 
Yet In Oswald's case, hla medical record on his 
treatment for the complaint read 'urethritis, acute, due 
to gonococcus', and r lal ms Us origin as ‘In line of duty, 
not due to own misconduct.' (941 So how does a Marine 
catch VD *ln the line on duty", unless he’s banging some 
prostitute as part of an Intelligence cover, or perhaps as 
the target of the assignment? Any oilier option boggles 
the mind. 

In October 1967. Oswald, perhaps in an attempt to 
get out of being transferred with the real of his unit to 
the Philippines—maybe because he didn't want to leave 
his Japanese girlfriend behind, maybe because he was 
Instructed to do so- shot himself In the arm with a .22 
caliber derringer I si though two witnesses claimed that 
he was uninjured}. (95) Oswald claimed that It was an 
accident that occurred when the gun fell out of his 
locker as he was cleaning It ouL Oswald was treated for 
three weeks in the hospital, an unusually long time for 
such a minor wound II would see m (if there really was a 
wound). Whatever the truth of the situation. Oswald 
returned from the hospital in enough time to ship out 
for Taiwan with the rest of his unit In November of that 
year. 

Upon hla return to Atsugi. Oswald was court- 
martialed for possession of an Illegal, unregistered 
weapon ihe had purchased the derringer through a 
stateside mail-order house, not the last time this method 
of procurement would give him cause for grief}, fined 
and sentenced to twenty days at hard labor. Although 
the sentence was suspended. Oswald soon ended up In 
trouble again, after picking a fight with a sergeant he 
held responsible for saddling him with too much KP 
duty. Oswald (list tried to pick s fight with him at an 
enlisted men's club, then later again In s local nightclub 
when be poured a drink over his head. (06) Oswald was 
court-martialed again and fined, and sentenced to 
twenty-eight days in the brig, plua hla previously 
suspended sentence eras reversed and added to his new 
sentence (he actually only served 45 days total). 
However, only one other Marine who was also In Jail at 
that time later claimed to hove seen him in the brig, and 
he reported that Oswald was In civilian dothes. (97) 

The Implication is lhal during the time Oswald was 
supposedly recuperating from an accidentally self- 
inflicted wound in the hospital and then serving time In 
the brig for attacking a non-commissioned officer, be 
was actually off on some Intelligence assignment, and 
the Incidents merely staged as excuses to gel him out of 
the sight of his fellow Marines and away from the base 
without arousing suspicions as to his whereabouts. 
When seen in conjunction with Oswald’s taler crash 
course In the Russian language [from military tutors at 
the Army's Monterey. California School of Languages. 
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Although Oswald played It oa if he were learning U from 
how-to books and language records) (08) and 
subscription to Russian language periodicals (which 
upset at least one of hla superior officers), and 
tatenalfled efforts to be seen as a communist stateside at 
El Toro Marine Air Bose, it is clear that Oswald (or 
"Oawaidovich*. os he was dubbed| was developing a 
cover persona as a disaffected, pro¬ 
communist misfit. bitter at his treatment from the 
capitalist military, and a Manual idealist, enthusiastic if 
not fanatic to further the proletarian revolution. 

If Oswald waa given add as part of his undercover 
training It might explain another strange incident that 
happened while Oswald was with his unit on Taiwan 
during a period when a conflict between the nationalist 
Chinese of that island and the mainland communist 


about a decade later In the heyday 

of LSD. tong after both Oswald and Kennedy were dead. 

But if Oswald Intended this tnettmt to relieve him of 
guard duty. It worked. He was sent back to Atsugl alone 
by plane tor “medical treatment* It was prior to this that 
he was diagnosed for gonorrhea (September 16. 19581. 
yet he la flown back to Atsugl on October 5 for 
treatment. How important could treatment for a minor 
case of VD be that It would warrant such privileged 
handling? Waa his guard duty freak out then due to LSD 
after-effects? Was he sent back to Atsug) for emergency 
therapy, or possibly ■ debriefing? Whether or not 
Oswald was given LSD during his stint In the Corps as 
part of hla espionage training, he waa apparently 
Intrigued enough by the drug to seek information on Its 
legal status only a few months before his date with 
Infamy and death. 

One day in the summer of 1963, New Orleana 
Assistant District Attorney Edward C. Gtfiio rec e ived a 
visit from s strangely-acting young man. Obviously 
uncomfortable, he yet remained standing even when 
asked twice to tit down. He also kept looking down at 
hit /cel and shifting about on them. (100) 
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But even stranger than his actions was the business 
that brought him. to the DA*a office tn the Aral place: he 
wanted to determine the legality of a certain drug be had 
read about Gililn had never heard of the dnig. and even 
later couldn't remember the name of tt In the book that 
the young man had read, the author claimed that If the 
reader could get ahold of the drug and use It he would 
be able to see into the future, which formed the books 
subject matter. GUlln began to lose Interest In what hla 
visitor was saying, mainly because "he was apparently 
demonstrating a super-imposed Indoctrination In which 
he had no great self-Identffication. He was spouting 
words, phrases, and cliches without true 
comprehension, and without personal persuasiveness...*

Gillin finally determined that If any such drug 
existed. It was Ukely s narcotic to 
be able to produce visions or 
hallucinations, and hence illegal, 
but being uncertain, he suggested 
that bis visitor go see the city 
chemist next door In the city hall. 

But before he left. Glllln 
was able to determine the name of 
the book in question. AJdous 
Huxley s Brave New World |tn 
which the drug tn question would 
have been the peychedellc-llke 
soma!, and the name of his odd 
visitor "I cannot recall what he 
staled his tall name was. but 1 can 
recall that 'Oswald' was a part of 
It..- 003) 

Wan Cllltn's Oswald the 
Oswald? The FBI. not surprisingly, 
disputed it. claiming that Glllln'a 
extreme near-sightedness rendered 
hie ability to positively Identify him 
as Lee Harvey Oswald as unreliable. Glllln contended 
that since his eyesight was so poor, he had come to rely 
on hla hearing to Identify voices, and that when he 
heard Oswald's voice on television ihe night of the 
assassination, he automatically recogntted It. with hla 
bock to the screen from ’the same speed and chatter 
type experiences which I had heard In my office several 
months before...* (103) 

Perhaps the FBI's own level of accuracy In the 
matter can be ascertained from their recording of the 
novel’s title and the name of the man who wrote U: This 
Great World by "Hucksley*. (104) As anyone who has 
read Brave New World can attest, there la something 
distinctly unnerving about an FBI agent misinterpreting 
the title to such a Jofly manner. 

Oswald was. deaftoe being an atrocious speller and 
a high school drop-out. an omnivorous reader. In the 
Marines, be woo noted for reading ‘Leaves of Grass* by 
Walt Whitman and other 'good type of literature". (105) 
EXirlng his stay tn New Orleans, he borrowed many 
books from the library |wtth David Ferrie s card, 
apparently). Including many by Aldoua Huxley. (106) On 


Chinese seemed Imminent. One 
night while Oswald was on guard 
duty, gunfire was heard by the 
officer of the guard, who 
investigated and found Oswald on 
the ground, shaking, crying, and 
roving about men lurking in the 
trees who he flred upon when they 
foiled to respond to hla challenge.

Oswald may have been faking a 
nervous breakdown aa a ploy to get 
out of guard duty (he admitted to 
the officer that he couldn't hack tt). 
for whatever reason, or possibly he 
foU victim to trigger-happy paranoia. 
But 1 i he waa given LSD prior to this 
occurrence. It could easily be seen 
ss a flashback, those inconvenient, 
unscheduled psychedelic reruns 
that would become so Infamous

Oswald’* mysterious September 1963 
trip to Mexico, the books he look with 
film to wile away the long, baring bus 
ride were all by one of two authors: 

Aldoua Huxley and Ian Fle m ing. An apt 
duo for Lee Harvey Oswald, the 
psychedelic spy? 

Oswald, of course, remains one of 
the moat vilified men tn history. Even 
many who are convinced that he was 
merely an Innocent patsy for the true 
killers of Kennedy often regard him 
patronizingly, as a sort of pathetic 
chump, a hopeless loser, a real 
sch/emltfl who fit all too well the role 
bis dire late cast him. Yet. if those who 
knew him well remember correctly. 

Oswald was far from an Idiot. The 
Marines he served with. Including officers, spoke highly 
of his mental ability. His )oh of radar operator required 
better-fhan average intelligence, as did his security 
clearance. His mastery of the Russian language, a very 
difficult longue for English speakers to learn, was so 
complete that Marina Prusakovs though! be was a 
native Russian speaker when they first met. (107) 
George de Mohrenschlldt was so Impressed with 
Oswald’s ability to speak Russian, he was convinced 
that he had been tutored by professionals. (lOfll 

If Oswald was Indeed an Intelligence agent las many, 
including this writer, are convinced he was), perhaps 
even a double agent, he certainly was smart enough to 
pull It on. perhaps he even did loo good a Job In devlamg 
his cover. It may have been his convincing act as a 
communist crackpot or as a walking enigma, that 
doomed him more than anything doe. 1b this day. his 
motives, even his actual Identity, engenders controversy. 

Perhaps the last word on Oswald came from 
someone who managed to know the real mao. or at least 
more of him than anyone else: George de Mohrenschlldt. 
the White Russian refugee (and probable intelligence 
agent serving multiple masters! who was Oswald's friend 
land probable CIA 'baby-slUer'J during Oswalds early 
days In Port Worth-Dallas [and an enigma tn his own 
right!. Years alter Oswald's death (and shortly before his 
own suspect ‘suicide"], the “Baron’ had this to say 
about Ids one-time friend: *No matter what they say. Lee 
Harvey Oswald was a delightful guy. They make him out 
to be a moron, but he was smart as belL Ahead of his 
time, really. A kind of hippie of those days..And 1 will 
fell you this- I am sure be did not shoot the president' 
(109) 

So. Lee Harvey Oswald, ‘a kind of hippie of those 
days' and ‘ahead of his time"...what could that mean? 
What was Oswald doing that would earn him such a 
description but dabbling in psychedelic drugs, making 
him truly ahead of his Uxne? If Oswald had been given a 
taste of LSD in the Marines, perhaps be wanted to taste 
It again, especially after reading Huxley. Then why 
wouldn't he attempt to find out If he could secure some 
legally by Inquiring about It from a District Attorney? 


Perhaps Oswald wasn’t even sure 
what the mlnd-alterlng chemical he 
given at Atsugl was called, he 
only knew that Huxley’s fictional 
soma sounded close enough to It by 
the description of iia effects that It 
might possibly be IL As stated before, 
while LSD was not technically illegal 
at this time. It was still nearly 
impossible for anyone not associated 
with sn educational or research 
institution, or a government agency, 
to easily acquire It. 

Oswald’s discomfort may have been 
due to nervousness over inquiring 
about a possibly Illegal substance 
from an authority figure, and hla 
roboUc vocal delivery, seemingly lacking tn conviction, 
could have been the result of a prepared, memorized 
speech. Possibly Oswald had no real expectation of 
getting the information or cooperation he desired, and so 
was only going through the motions. Or perhaps it was 
all s ruse, part of his cover building assignment that he 
didn’t understand or care to go through with- One other 
possibility was that he was hypnotized, or at least In a 
semi-hypnotic state. Again, this could have been part of 
an intelligence operation, or someone. David Feme most 
likely, could have hypnotized Oswald for any number of 
reasons, as a teal to see how suggestive Oswald was. or 
even as a prank. [Ferric claimed to be an expert 
hypnotist, and supposedly had a large private library on 
the subject I Oswald could even hove conceivably tried 
to hypnotize himself, with uneven results. 

Whatever the explanation. It seems completely 
possible that Oswald either hod been, at least once, an 
the magic carpet ride, or desired to take It. If be was 
Experienced, and Kennedy was as well, the cosmic Irony 
of It ail may have been only synchronlclty. or U may 
have been something stranger than coincidence. 

6. Death of a Mind... 

The day after Kennedy was assassinated, Timothy 
Leary received a phone call that he said he was 
expecting. It waa from Mary Meyer, and Leary was hardy 
able to understand her. To him. she sounded cither 
‘drugged or stunned with gnel“ (110) Mary was crying, 
hysterical with sorrow and fear. She told Leary: They 
couldn't control him any more. He was changing too 
fissL He was learning too much-..They'll cover everything 
up. I gotta come see you. I’m scared. I’m afraid. Be 
careful.* (111) Then the line went dead. Mary Meyer 
never fame to see him and he never saw her or heard 
from her again Leary tried to contact her In the 
following months, but as she had not given him her 
phone number and he couldn't locate her in any 
Washington area phone directory, he was unsuccessful. 
Finally, remembering that Mary was a Vaasar alumnus.

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he tried to reach her through the alumni office. The 
secretary informed him that Mary Meyer waa dead. 
Eventually, through friends in the press. Leary waa able 
to find out how she died: she waa murdered, shot while 
out taking her customary walk along the bank of the 
abandoned Chesapeake and Ohio canal towpath near 
her Georgetown home on the slier noon of October 13. 
1964, She waa shot, once In the cheat and twice in the 
left temple by her assailant, a young black man who waa 
arrested and held without ball. His probable motive was 
considered to be rape, robbery, or both. ( 112 ) 

Leary didn't buy that simple explanation, and asked 
his Journalist friend to dig deeper. Later he told Leary, a 
friend in police Intelligence confirmed that many In 
Washington circles didn't buy that explanation either, 
many believed the murder waa'an assassination. TWo 
•lugs In the brain and one In the body. That's no* the 
MO of a rapist. And a mugger lant going to shoot a 
woman with no purse In her band.* (113) Leary's 
Journalist friend Indicated that It waa a red hot potato In 
Washington, one of the biggest cover-ups in the history 
of that capital of cover-ups. Too many powerful people 
apparently had something to loose If the truth were 
known. He also confirmed that rumors were flying that 
•dope wag involved.* (114) 

The Mary Meyer story waa kept under wraps for a 
long Ume. But even those with knowledge of the affair 
between Mary and John Kennedy had been dropping 
hints ever since It began. In the case of Phillip Graham. 

It was more than a hlnL Graham waa the publisher of 
the Washington Post and a close friend of Kennedy's, so 
close they often committed adultery In each others 
presence, sometimes with the same woman. (115) A 
diagnosed manic-depressive, by early 1963. Graham was 
deteriorating fast 

Phillip's wife. Katherine Meyer Graham (no relation 
to Mary Ptnchot Meyer), whose family owned the fos L 
was preparing to divorce him. and that meant the cod of 
hts career at the paper. No doubt this triggered an 
Incident at a newspaper publisher's convention In 
Phoenix, where Phil (who was not Invited) Interrupted a 
speech and. grabbing a microphone, went Into a 
drunken rant about who waa sleeping with whom In 
Washington, starting with the President and Mary 
Meyer, the sister-in-law of Ben Bradlee. former f\>st 
reporter and Newtweel c Washington bureau chief. 
Apparently. Graham shocked the assembled newspaper 
moguls with revelations of the liaisons in Mary's art 
studio in the converted carriage house behind the 
Bradlee'a home. One attendee slipped away to call 
Kennedy, who called Katharine Graham. Soon Phillip 
Graham's doctor was on his way to Artcona. and a 
heavily sedated Phil waa on his way back home and to 
commitment to an exclusive, country elub-llke 
psychiatric hospital In rural Maryland. IPbll. 
Incidentally, had been having hla own affair with a 
woman named Robin Webb. He even lived with her 
openly. It waa one of the reasons why Katharine began 
divorce proceedings against him.I (116) 

On August 3. 1963. Phillip Graham, spending a 
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weekend with Katharine on thdr Virginia farm, died of a 
shotgun wound, apparently self-inflicted. (117) But then: 
is still speculation his death wasn't suicide, but murder. 
(118) 

Ben Bradlee. Mary Meyer's brother-in-law, who would 
eventually assume Phillip Graham's editorial duties at 
the /bat also dropped a few cautious references to the 
Kennedy-Meyer affair tn hla 1975 memoir. Conuersatkrut 
with Kennedy, which Katharine Graham blographeir 
Deborah Davis called 'a manual for the political use of 
Journalist*" (119). In hla book. Mary Meyer la a shadowy, 
peripheral presence, mentioned as having attended flt 
number of Kennedy parties and functions. Considering 
that Bradlee waa an intimate of Kennedy's and Mary wan 
hJa slater-in-law. Bradlee doesn't waste much time on 
describing her ar reporting her conversations. Hia few 
mentions of her are more tantalizing than enlightening. 
Early on. he mentions her murder and relationship to 
both himself and to Cord Meyer. Jr. in a two-sentence 
footnote. (120) But he also recorded this bit of n 
conversation with Kennedy regarding hla wife’s sister: 
"Moiy would be rough to live with’. Kennedy noted, nol 
for the first time. And 1 agreed, not for the first Ume." 
( 121 ) 

Bradlee also records Kennedy's visit to the seat of 
the Ptnchot clan In Milford. Pennsylvania, where hi* 
accepted the gift to the federal government of the QlfFonl 
Ptnchot mansion from Gifford Ptnchot, Jr., cousin of 
Mary Ptnchot Meyer and Tony Ptnchot Bradlee. It wasn't 
the sort of thing that a president usually bothered with. 
but Kennedy used It as on excuse to ‘see where htn 
friends the Ptnchot gtris had grown up. and especially <» 
chance to see their mother.* (122) Mary Meyer's mother 
waa no Kennedy fan- They "Utod each other, guardedly, * 
Bradlee recalled. "But to say they were from opposite 
skies of the poll Ural spectrum Is putting It mildly.* (123) 

Ruth Ptnchot eras a former liberal, but changed her 
mind during the Franklin Roosevelt administration: “She 
and her husband turned toward the right, hard right. 
Her affection for her daughters led her to be more than 
civil to their friend the president, but It was assumed 
that every Ume she saw him. she assuaged her guilt by 
doubling her contributions to Senator Barry Oofcfwatcr 
and to William F. Buckley's National Review magazine." 
(124) Bradlee also knew Mary's former husband as well. 
Although he professed that he 'admired him (Cord 
Meyer! enormously* for his work with the American 
Veteran's Committee and the World Federalist Union. 
Bradlee and Meyer later had a falling out. "Our relations 
had become strained as a result of ray decision to be a 
journalist and hi* dertatve scorn of the people's tight to 
know.* (125) By hto own admission. Bradlee refused (d 
recommend Meyer to Kennedy for the post cif 
ambassador to Guatemala, as was requested of him by 
James Angle too. a refusal that apparently embittered 
both Angle tan and Meyer against Bradlee. (120) 

Bradlee'a own pious allegiance to "the people's right 
to know* waa aa suspect as Meyer's. The son or s 
wealthy Boston banker. Bradlee’s boyhood pal was none 
other than the future CIA director and MK-ULTRA 

p»t* I* 




mastermind Richard Helms. (127) Bradlee himself 
served In Naval Intelligence during World War II. 
working with classified and coded cables In the Pacific. 
(1281 After the war. he worked for half a year as a clerk 
for the American Civil Liberties Union. This Incongruous 
employment ted Deborah Davis to wonder If It may have 
been an intelligence assignment, rather like Cord 
Meyer's stints with the American Veteran's Committee 
and the World Federalist Union, a not unlikely prospect 
considering Bradlee's role In cranking out propaganda 
for CIA distribution through the US Information 
Exchange, forerunner of the US Information agency, 
while serving In the US embassy In Paris In the early 
1960s, (1291 

In the late 1960s. Cord Meyer. Bradlee’s one-time 
blend and later nemesis (130). was coordinating covert 
operations In Europe, and he and Maiy were becoming 
Increasingly alienated. Since she didn’t have a security 
clearance, they had little to speak of and nothing In 
common. (131) In fact, Meyer's CIA work was a a 
business she haled.* (132) As noted before. Mary herself 
came to be regarded risk due to her extra-marital flings. 
(133) 

Eventually, they were divorced, and Mary returned 
to Washington, living In the converted garage of her 
sister Tony and her husband Ben Bradlee. and pursuing 
her career as an abstract artist, which was Just 
beginning to take off when she was murdered (134) 

It would appear that Mary Meyer first met John 
Kennedy when she lived next door to hta brother Robert 
In McLean. Virginia, but that their affair didn't begin 
until she moved In with the Bradlees. who were 
neighbors of the then senator from Massachusetts.

Insiders, who usually knew sbout that stuff, were 
astonished to I cam of It In the press years later. (138) 
And yet their liaisons often look place right In Mary 
Meyer's studio, practically In public. 

The story was first leaked to the press by James 
Truitt, former Newsweek Tbkyo bureau chief. It was to 
Ttultt and his wife that Mary confided knowledge of her 
diary [more like a sketchbook with notations, aa those 
who have claimed to have seen II have described It), and 
the request that they keep it. in the event of something 
happening to her. to give to her eldest son Quentin upon 
his twenty-first birthday. (137) That diary, later so 
controversial, was thought by many to have Included 
proof of Mary’s relationship with Kennedy, and perhaps 
references to something else besl left unknown. 
Whatever It did contain, there were several people who 
went to great extremes to make sure that It did not fall 
Into the hands of the police In the aftermath of her 
murder. The actual facto of Mary Meyer’s murder are 
them selves part of the mystery. While most accounts 
relate that she was. shot to death also claims that she 
was slabbed, and that she was walking her dog when 
attacked rather than walking alone. (138)

managerial shake up. This spring I look a “working 
vacation" In ihr Tucson area lo mull some of Ihe site* 
of Wilhelm Reich’s final experiment. ’Desen OROP Ea". 
conducted around Tucson between October. 1954 and 
March. 1055. Reich was under an injunction by a court 
order to refrain from distributing orgone accumulators 
and during this time he had every Intention of abiding 
by the court s decree. The emotional plague was dosing 
in, however, and Reich was beginning lo behave likr u 
caged animal He had long since abandoned individual 
psychotherapy In favor of new pursuits in natural 
science, and his trip to Ihe desert was a last-ditch effort 
to force the world lo recognise Ids discoveries. 

Reich’s last published work, a scarifying document 
called Contact With Space. Is a full report on this desert 
expedition, undertaken with his son. Peler, his 
daughter.

Baaed in part on the work of J.E. Lovelock's 
TGala Hypothesis* as well as earlier work by Russian 
geologist Vladimir Vernadsky, who was the first to use 
the term "biosphere’, the project intended to invest male 
whether a dosed system, properly stocked with a variety 
of plant, animal and insert life, could sustain a human 
community in isolation from the surrounding 
atmosphere. Completely funded by private money, the 
Blo2 complex would receive funds from visitors and 
technological spin-oils in the areas of recycling, air and 
water purification, and space technology. 

Blo2 was the brainchild of John Alien, one ol the 
members of the first ’btoaptienan* crew dial enieied Uur 
sphinx-like pyramid on Sept. 2tSth, 1991. Dr. Roy 
Wolford, author of The 120 Tear Diet (a reduced-calorie, 
high-nutrient diet which Walfnrd found to innease 'he 
Ufwpnn of rats to the equivalent of 1.2 cemunes! was 
another important member of dial first crew. 

The Psychozoic Era 

Much of he material published by Synergetic r*res!». 
the publishing arm of 3lo2. refers back to the work of 
•Academician* Vernadsky, the Russian scientist who 
taught with Teilhaid «ie Chardin in Pans during the 20ft. 
Vemadskv's Intriguing theory, thai the Earth's *cnisi* 
has been formed not by mineral processes, but by 
succeeding layers of biological detritus, seems to be the 
mam Inspiration for the 3to2 group. Vernadsky held 


that the earth's geology and atmosphere cannot t»c 
separated from the proceft* of Ufe. and that Ihe earth 
must be taken as an organic whole along with the 
atmosphere and ozone envelope. The earth functions as 
a kind of receptor of cosmic energy, said Vernadsky, and 
he even seems to make a distinction between solar rays 
and some kind of ‘luminous ener©r* on earth, much like 
orgone. He describes his theory as different from 
previous vilallst and materialist Ideas about life. 
‘Considering living matter as a unity, a planetary 
phenomenon. Hits feature called avdtzed man cannot be 
regarded us on accidental one. Hence we must treat with 
caution any idea which suggests that die present limit* 
lo life are immutable * Vernadsky wrote in 77ve Olovphrrv 

(1929). 

Laie in hla life. In 1044. Vernadsky suggested that 
the planet la entering a new geological era. which he 
called the psycha*o*c era. The historical process is 
being radically changed under our very eyes. For the 
first time in the history ol mankind the interest of Ihe 
masses on ihe one hand, and Ihe free thought of 
individuals on the other, determine the course of life of 
mankind and provide standards for men's Ideas of 
Justice. Mankind taken as a whole is becoming a mighty 
geological force There arises the problem of the 
reconstruction of ffu* biosphere in the interests oj freely 
thinking ’xurvanity as a stngie uxaluy. The new state of 
ihe biosphere, which we approach without our noticing 

IL is the noosphere.' 

This concept of Ihe nodophere fascinates me. Like a 
mystical envelope of moss nunc . it envelopes Ihe Earth 
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and moldv U. The problem of planned, consistent 
activities which will aid us in mastering nature and 
accomplishing the correct distribution of wealth, 
connected with the coraprencnsion of ihe unity and 
equality of all people, of the unity of the notepherr. » 
now on the agenda.* Utopian, to be sure, aut 
reminiscent of a icrraile nest rhat Vernadsky delivered 
this paper. Which turned out to be his last, tn 1944 is an 
indication thai Stalin had no serious disagreement with 
Vernadsky's Ideas.

Acting is ‘assistant vice president 
ol ipace Biosphere Ventures* »he warned to protect the 
seven people remaining 'nstde. 

While Ailing was maxing these etjtement on 
Tuesday. April 3th. John .Mien, the head of the team 
ousted by Bass, was issuing similar eery statement* 
clear across me world tn Tokyo on Weenesoav There is 
not raw i single person left *n jower by Mr. Bass... who 


knows why anything is being done. They have done all 
this without concern for the safety and well-being of the 
•even human brtngs inside Biosphere 2 * Reuters also 
reported thai Allen was “womed the project would be 
trivialized and turned into a Disneyland-type attraction 
to make money.’

I have always had the utmost admiration and 
respect for Col. L. Fletcher Prouty when It come* to 
integrity, patriotism, and hla Insider's personal 
knowledge of the personnel and workings of the -Secret 
Team* baaed on years of first land participation 

Therefore I take very seriously Ida identification 
of two persona photographed In Dealey Plaza on 
November 22. 1963. aa being Ed Lonsdale and Lou 
Conein He knew Lanadalr personally and worked 
closely with hun over a period of years and through 
[-module he knew Conein. 

As a researcher o( JFK photos extremely 
interested in identifying persons In thr pin urea. | have 
corresponded with CoL Prouty in an attempt lo develop 
definite prom of his allegations, and herein 1 will quote 
directly from some o! hit letteis with his kind 

permission. 

I sent Fktch xeroxes of the photos In question 
(details reproduced p 14 ) for his comments. He 
Identified them as Lonsdale and Conein. but volunteered 
no further proof than his own personal acquaintance 
with the two. 

The photos are (11 thr George Smith photo of the 
three trumps, which shows a man Kletch Identifies as 
Lonsdale. In a suit and wearing eyeglasses, strolling 
westward by the Texas School Book Depository as the 
iramps are loosely escorted eastward by Officers Wise 
and Basa: 121 the James Allans photo, which shows a 
stocky mar wearing a constructlun helmet who Fletch 
says is Conein. standing on Elm Street with his arms 
folded across his chest, looking not at the motorcade, 
but more toward ’he Dai-Tsx Building: (3) the same 
individual a a seen in Phil Willis slide number S: and 
14A51 the same man strolling westward on Elm past the 
Umbrella Man. aa seen in twt alkies by Wilma Bond. 

Here are direct quotations from some of Prouty's 
letters about hla Identification of these persona. (Ail axe 
direct quotes, but in some cases paragraphs have been 
rearranged or combined with other paragraphs from a 
different letter for clarity or continuity, as Indicated by 
ellipsis.) 


*~.the first time I saw the tramps photo series. 
I recognized Ed L anad al r in »1. for sure. So. because I 
knew Ed so well and what his type of work was, and 
what he was best aL I knew right then, for sure, what he 
was there to do and hew he would have done It He was 
a true professional Do you recall that tie had 'retired' 
as an Air Force Major On era J on Oct 23. 1963? Ol 
course that was an entirely ‘notional* retirement. He 
was never in the Air Force. He was always on agent of 
the CIA. 

'Furthermore, this leads to the source of the 
decision Eds rote would have been the script-writer 
and leader of the hand: but he would only have been 
working on the orders of someone above him. Ed had 
many deep and important links to big business. It is 
easy to visualize that within his circle, which would have 
Included Allen Dulles, among others word was received 
that a decision to gel rid of JFK had been made. That 
Kurt, the decision, would trigger • chain of events that 
would assure the death of JPK. or anyone else, 
anywhere in the world. These are not tomkU' on the 
street*. They are superior professionals who are on 
salary, highly skilled and trained, and thoroughly 
covered. They are never arrested. They certainly are not 
lone gunmen/ The lone gunman is always u selected 
patsy/ 

“I had known Ed since 1052 In the 
Philippines., and throughout my service In the Far East. 
1052-1 Ub4. I kept meeting him frequently in Manila and 
Saigon. My Air Transport Squadron flew there on 
regular schedules out of Tokyo and we supported his 
Saigon Military Mission la 100% CIA unit). 

“When he returned from Vietnam he was 
assigned lo the Air Force Directorate of Plans where he 
worked for a very good friend of nunc In that shop. ..In 
the r\rn logon in 1957...Hts office was in a parallel hall 
Just opposite mine. He was a fish out of water there, 
and 1 was a very handy old friend for him...In other 
words I saw him frequently...and I was one of Ihe tew 
persons In (tans that he could speak to easily. 

Then in aboui 193d be got reassigned lo the 
Office of the Secretary of defense in the Office of Special 
Operations. That la ihe office that lakes rare of CIA 
matters and manages thr NSA. The Air Force 
transferred me 'o lhai office in I960, so Ed and I were 
together again In the same office...! worked with him 
daily ...in 1960-1961—1 knew him well... In 1961. I was 
transferred, this that lo the Joint Stall 1 did die same 
work there 'ha! I hod done in the Secretary's Office. In 
fact, because they had eliminated the Office of Special 
Operations. 1 was now head of that work for ail service* 
all over the world. Ed stayed with 'he So rotary doing 
CIA work. We still saw a lot of each other. 

‘I sav all this to tell you I knew ihe guv very 
welL I worked with him. have visited with our wives In 
each others homes, hove traveled -with him when I was 
the pilot of Air Force pianes. etc. 

Then one day someone showed me 'he Tramp' 
pictures. I think it was (Richard E.l Sprague I 
recognized Lansdale inunediaiely in the first photo.

Ed was very good at such things and had a 
world-wide reputation for U. Note: people have noted 
that Ed had eyeglasses on in the photo The}' ore more 
likely his ear pieces for radio transmission. The cops 
are wearing normal (hearing) devices.

Steam shove) Press editor Kenn Thomas recently 
had '.he distinct pleasure of having dinner with legal 
researcher Shirmuin Skolniek at his usual haunt, the 
River Flame restaurant off Highway 94 outside of 
Chicago. Sherman Skolniek has fawn on the scene since 
his early courtroom t-tctones regarding the corruption of 
Illinois state courts and congressional reapportionment In 
(hat state. His research has made nan a perennial figure 
in national politics.

In fact, he continually exposes Interesting and under- 
reported details about current political scandals on the 
hotline of his group, the Citizens Committee to Clean Up 
the Courts 1312 73 l-l 1001, which also has helped many 
people with their struggles in bankruptcy court. Sherman 
also produces a Chicago public access cable television 
pregram that further documents the Issues and cases he 
has brought lo public scrutiny. Virtually dismissed 
entuvty by the mainstream and often 'abeied a kook even 
by some in the conspiracy research community, 
Skolniek's work has nevertheless had a remurkable 
staying power and his successes in court and in the 
media have earned him much respect as a champion dirt • 
digger and exposer of hidden truth, This Inleruieui 
provided a rate opportunity to discuss history with him.

Q: That’s precisely why they tried to cover up

My father was a Ladles Garment Worker and l 
was bom In the bad years. 1930. and my folks hod a 
very great problem In taking rare of me. In fact, the only 
way I could get hospital treatment, no hospital would let 
me in and my folks didn’t have any money, so my 
mother look a long shot ami she wrote directly to 
Roosevelt. She raid. 'I got a son that seems to be like 
you. What do you want to do about this?* And wr got a 
letter back from the Labor Secretary, Francis Perkins, 
and that letter opened a lol of doors for me. It got me 
Into thr HDCC. which is the Home for Destitute Crippled 
Children, which was a hospital on the University of 
Chicago campus. 

Q: So you do owe Roosevelt s debt. 

A: Yeah. He was a hero because he looked very much 
like me. fie had braces, he was paralyzed from the legs 
down Just like roe and he needed a wheelchair. But he 
could walk a hundred feel, like 1 can. I can walk a 
hundred, two hundred feet max The only difference 
was that 1 was poor and he came from a rich, 
aristocratic. up-»iate scene. 

So my parents were always concerned over ihe 
years with what will be with me. I had sixteen 
experimental operations and 1 thank heaven ihal I didn’t 
ge* T.to the mu-doctor field, as some people are. you 
know, rapping doctors, because there is no way I could 


g: How did you get lo to this line of work. Sherman? 

A: It’s not a line of work. It's unpaid work If I ever saw 
It. I lived ail my life with my parents. Since the age of 

•UX I huv** tv*en a pur»pieglr from polln similar In the 
late President Roosevelt, who was a hero when I was a 
child. In later years. I didn’t consider him so much of a 
hero. I considered him one of the greatest counter¬ 
revolutionaries of American history in 'hat he prevented 
a genuine upheaval against the ruling elite In this 
country which was overdue. 

Q: They also went to great pains to hide his disabili¬ 
ty- 

A: Right, although (he Chicago Tribune use to call him 
the cripple in ihe White House. In some ways the 
Tribune wasn’t nicer lo me either. Whal 1 should have 
learned from Roosevelt about the media because I was 
often videotaped sitting m my wheel chair 3nd I didn't 
realize they were looking it me as i crippled bug in a 
wheel choir, a nut. a crackpot.

One of my doctors was Mary Sherman, who was 
murdered as result of the Jim Garmon invesugauen it 
N ew Orleans.

A I graduated salutatortan In my class I would have 
been first in my class except for my politics I was 
forever ratling against the government. In high school I 
had a small mimeograph machine and I used to print an 
underground thing Investigating all the teachers except 
my math teacher. 

I learned at an early age lhai If you And out the 
secrets, you have a got a weapon bigger than a sixteen 
Inch cannon on a battleship. I suppose that's what I 
have been doing the rest of my life. If you can't 
persuade them on the law, the facts and the merit of a 
thing, then you better do closet work. You go into their 
closet, 'what about your bunk?*. etc 

I took a city-wide scholarship test from 
Roosevelt College, a sc-called left-wing school, a hotbed 
of liberal politics, and I scored first place. So they said I 
could go for five years but after three semesters I gave It 
back to them because getting there was such a problem.

There's so many voters for the Democratic Party at vour 
addmo. You're willing to contribute to the Judge or the 
Democratic Part)’ or his campaign. You gotta send him 
about $300 minimum. * And I ■oys, To do what?* "For a 
proper hearing!* And this first lawyer urged me to study 
law. which 1 did. 

Q: After be Introduced you to corruption. 

A Yeah. Well tfe first trtal we had by Jury was fixed. 

Q: So you hadn't come up with money for the Judge? 
A So. First of all. we didn't have It and number one. we 
wouldn't do 1 U 

The bailiff in charge of the Jury was the neighbor 
of the forelady that ran the jury.. The Judge goes home 
and puts the bailiff tn charge and the bailiff tneo to kick 
me and my dad out of the courtroom. We stood there 
and the balltfflets Hornblower and Weeks, that's 
Homblower's lawyer, a big-shot stand by the Jury door 
to talk and teD them that Skoinlck is a rat. he’s no good, 
he's a liar all his life, at the Jury doorl Right tJierc at the 
keyhofel This is all documented. It became a federal 
lawnult. 

I says. 'Hey. bafilfT Me and my father. we’U 
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come there and talk how nasty they are!" 'No. no. no. get 
the hoi! away." When the tnal ends. 1 call up my lawyer 
at 11:30 because the Jury comes out of there with no 
verdict, and l tell the bailiff. ’Hey, before we go home, 
where are the papers?' "1 didn’t find any.* 'Walt a 
minute, they went in there with evidence ’ "ft's all gone, 
we don’t know where It Is.* 

So 1 call up my lawyer at home and l wake him 
up He went home. He left me and my father to be in 
the courtroom near the jury door He says. "Listen. 
What are ynu, tired of living Skolnick? The sheriff is in 
with the mob here What's with you? Are you and your 
parents Ured of living? You got paid up insurance? If you 
go and complaint about these methods, which have been 
going on for decades, you're dead." 1 say. *what are you 
going to do tomorrow mommf?' Tm going to go there 
and ask the Judge if he knows there’s a verdlcL* So ihe 
next mom Inc he goei there and ihe bailiff says. *t didn't 
find any verdict- l didn’t Ural any papers. The Jury went 
home.* And that was the end of IL 
g; No verdict? 

A: Somewhere down the road some Judge got the case 
and they called for a statu* hearing again and he 
suggested a settlement We were out $7500. which was 
a lot of money in the 1050a into the early I960®. And so 
the Judge suggested $500. Homblower s lawyers are 
very big. Hell Boyd and Lloyd, and they say *we ain’t 
giving Skolnick $500 now or ever WeVe never lost a 
security case in Illinois and we’re not starting with 
Skolnick.* When I heard that. I figured that’s the end. 
Wart So l told my parents I’m going to wreck them. 
They say, *how can a small man like you in a wheelchair 
wreck them? You don’t know what you're doing.' I says. 
*J don t know, I’m good in maih and I'm good in all these 
dungs. I'm pretty clever. ! goi a high IQ. There must be 
something I can do." So l started in about 1963.1 began 
to run Into other victim* of injustice. I found out dial 
Uie woods are lUled witii them. an«l I became the beacon. 
Where they can come to me. ?rv on my shoulder, "look 
what happened. I lost ray wife. I lost my house. 1 lost my 
this, my car. and on...* 

So we formed this little group. Now the original 
name of the group was the Committee To Smash the 
Courts .And my Ihcnd say*. "No. no. no. no. That 
sound* bad. It's got to be a name that’s acceptable * So 
die next name was the Committee To Protect Patent 
Owners. The lira group ilia: I helped ’were ail patent 
owners that had been swindled out oi their patent 
through tile corruption in the courts. At one time I had 
the attic in my house filled with prototypes-the 
buttenlv bandage We Anally changed the name to the 
Citizens Committee, not to Smash The Courts, that was 
too strong. Citizens’ Committee To Clean L"p The Courts. 
It sounded rather.- 

Q: You rc cleaning now, not smashing. Thia waa 
1963. tiie year Kennedy wo» shot? 

•A. Yeah, but ! wasn't interested in dial. 1 was looking Tor 
3 wav to get in the public eye. A family friend was idling 
me. ’you re not iblertive anymore about the Hornbiower 
thing. Nobody wants to Uste-j anymore Certainly not 


your friends, not your relatives.* 

Q: So your case waa not resolved and you were 
talcing on all these other cases. 

A It went on for years and years. A couple of my cases 
ended up before the State Supreme court in 1960s. I 
argued my own case. They had to cam* me up twenty 
stairs because the crooked Judges wouldn't allow me and 
the wheelchair through their entrancr that had an 
elevator In Springfield. Tiie high court In Springfield is 
on a hill. 

Q: Literally a high court. 

A: Through a senes of circumstances, In 1969, we 
conUnued our closet work. We found out that there are 
little-known bank ownership records that only Illinois 
has. Illinois requires public disclosure of bank 
ownership, which was so secret that It was In the 
basement of one of Ihe government buildings on 
micro Aim so dusty that nobody knew n until a lady 
friend of mine discovered IL She said, ’look at this. 
Across from the local courthouse there’s a bank and 
thirty judges and rune gangsters own die bank.’ So we 
start checking and found out thal most ol ihe stale 
supreme court are owners of this bank wuli mafioso. 

Anyway. I got to know acme Springfield 
reporters and 1 mode a mimeograph Usi of this and I 
offered to show them the micro Aim pages. 

Q: Falling back on your high school experience here. 
A. Yeah. Closet work! !f we can t deni wtth them on die 
law and the tacts, weve got to deal with them on Ihe 
dirt. So I found iwo young reporters from the Alton 
Telegraph, real old newspaper, and Ihcy ran a big story 
about (he bank ucroaa from the courthouse. At dial 
Uine the local courthouse had the local office of the 
Supreme Court on the top floor. The main slate 
supreme court courthouse was in Springfield on a hill. 
3u! they had an office In Chicago called ihe Civic 
Center Diagonally across ihe street was a bank rolled 
die Ctvtc Center Bank. II was owned bv IhtrW fudges 
and nine gangsters. And we had die proof. I (old tins !o 
the Alton Telegraph and they started a senes of stories 
that Implicated ihe local newspaper guy. The editor In 
chief of the Sun Ttnws and the Daily News was one of 
the largest stockholder* with the gangsters and the 
Ihlriy fudges. 

g: He also happened to be a competitor of the Alton 
no we pa per. 

A- I don’t know about that, but they wouldn't run the 
story So they found a wav to gel around !t by running 
the story on die Associated Press hub In 5L Louis. The 
governor was a stockholder who later became a federal 
appeals judge By the 'lme I started the scandal, he was 
no longer the governor. Ofto Kemer. Jr. So the story 
started running wtdi big headlines. 

I filed a motion to be appointed amicus curuut, 
friend of the court, and as a friend. ! would polnl out 
that l was not a party to this case but the Judges in this 
case took a bribe. I found the leading case that this 
bunch of Judges who were stockholders m the bank, the 
largest stockholder was the former revenue director. 
Theodore Isaacs So I found thal he had a .use in their

they heard the oral argument id the state supreme raur 
ne does a thing natural for Illinois, he brings all the 
judges of the court tnto the bank as stockholders. 

So ! Died a friend of the court petition in the 
Isaacs case. They got upset and wanted to know how t 
knew, they clatmcd that the Daily Xeivs had instigated 
me and had paid me, which was false. Then they said 
that If J don’t teli them exactly how I found this They 
didn’t know dial thus was in the public record 1 didn’t 
want te .rll them. I accuse you of bribery and you want 
to know how t found out? 

5>o they put me in jail md the picture made 
Time magazine because they couldn't get me into die 
paddy wagon. So there were four sheriffs trying to pul 
me Inin Uir paddy wagon through a narrow door. 

They Icok me Imm the courthouse where the 
judges put me in contempt for not telling 
them how I knew they took a onbe. they 
wanted to pul me m this paddy wagon to 
bike me to the jail 
9'- To make a public display. 

A: Two got on one side two an that side 
I didn't fll through the door. The sheriff 
was the brother of Rosemary Woods. 

Nixon’s secretary. He liked me. 

For every hour I wa® in jail. I was in 
four hours, one Judge bll the dust They put up 
a special commission that investigated judges 
and found thut moat of them were, guilty as 
charged and recommended that they all leave- 
They resigned August A. 1969. The third Judge 1 
accused died. So 1 got three of them, the chief 
Judge, the associate Judge and a third one. But the 
fraud Is still going on all these years later. 

They committed a fraud on the court for the 
benefit of the governor. There wo* a lawsuit challenging 
the validity of the suite Income tax being pushed by the 
governor, It was pending in their court ai the Ume of my 
scandal. In the name of the judges, they issued a 
decision August M. 1969, ten days after they weren’t 
there anymore You can! do that I recently asked the 
stale attorney general. Rollln Burris, wr asked him 
about thin and hr got all pufTrd up and said. *lf any of 
you don’t pay your atale income tax. I don’t want lo 
know about this. I'm going lo put you in Jail ’ 1 said. 
This Is a fraud upon the court!" I have been lalklng 
about this for twenty years and nobody's listening A 
fraud upon the court doesn’t go away. 

Anyway, dint's what made me world famous. It 
was the biggest judicial scandal in the history of the 
United Slates. 1 had collapsed the state supreme court 
and as result I got to know victims all over. What I did 
over the years. I didn’t want publicity to make money. 1 
wanted publicity so that the ores® would listen lo me. I 
gol in to the biggest controversies because It enabled me 
to gel publicity for my pomL For a while there I was 
able to say whatever I wanted about the courts, about 
voting and reapportionment case, corruption, and so on. 
up to a polnL And I got to know all these victims that 


came 'o me 

Q: How do you make that leap from working on local 
court cases to liese national things? 

A. Well fur instance. 1 taught civic investigation for 
Would-be jou mails is and in the same building where [lie 
college was. on the third floor was a strange outfit with 
no name on th** door. And they filmed or LiDid every 
talk show in the Chicago area and then sold the tape, 
the film or the transcripts to Certain offices In 
Wasmngtor. and the Pentagon. And the courier for that 
got tc Know me and he says. *3 got something for you, 
some documents about the Kenneth’ thing * 1 say’s. “I 
don't have any money lo go to Dallas, don't lell me about 
no Kennedy thing.* This was 1970 So I met him and 
he gives me this pile of documents about the Chicago 
plot again*! Kennedy*, that there was a plot Iwo 
and half weeks before. So ! was worried and I 
wrote him a $5 check for xerox expense and 
on the back 1 put down "For the Kennedy 
documents, full payment." The SS check 
saved me from the rope, I lell youl 
Because what they wanted me lo do wo® 
to blow the cover of certain police dial 
worked for CLA in Chicago. And If l could 
they would terminate these police. They 
never intended tnat I a® n loud-mouth 
would '-l into the courts 
When I sarted the plan to go to courts Is when I 
gol In trouble. Harold Wetoberg says. "Skolnlck. 
come to my goose farm." I say. "1 don't know 
you." He say’s. *Oh yeah. I'm a leading writer of 
books abcut the Kennedy assassination." I say, 
"I'm not into the Kennedy thing. I’m on the 
Chicago thing. I don’l know nothin about DeaJey Plaza." 

I never went lo his goose farm. 

These were all the secret document® that a 
black secret service agent put together, Abraham 
Bolden. 

Q: Too got documents directly from Abraham 
Bolden? 

A: No. noi from him I got them from this guy. ihl® 
mystenous couneT that delivered the Aim nnd tapes to a 
secret office in the Pentagon which he thought lo be the 
CIA. 

Q: But they originated with Bolden. 

A: Wtaal I bier found out was that this wo® the first 
time m the 200 vear history of the National Archives 
that someone stole this out of the archives. So I was 
planning to go to court, and luckily I didn’t go to 
Welsbeig s thing because Wclsberg. afler I went lo court, 
threatened to sue me that 1 stole the documents ironi 
him. Luckily. I had tills *5 check endorsed by Ihe one 
that 1 bought them from, full payment for the 
documents. David Ltfton. who was Just getUng started 
on the west coast. 1 never heard of the guy. I gol a letter 
in the file from 1970 saving "You stole the documents 
from me!" Ufion writes roc from the west coast. WeJSberg 
writes from his goose farm, both say that I stole the 
documents from them and I bought them from this 
strange character. 



ABRAHAM 
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Through my late friend. Jim Albright. who 
owned the patent for the high speed Ice machine, he 
knew where to And Bolden at an unlisted address on the 
south aide. So he arranged for me to meet with Bolden. 
So I went with a lady fnend of mine in her car to meet 
Bolden. 

Q: I should *uj for the readers that Abraham Bolden 
was the first black Secret Service agent, appointed 
by Kennedy, and after the assassination... 

A; First black in the White House guard. 

g; ...he was apparently thrown in Jail on trumped up 

chargea. 

A: So 1 came with my laay inend in her Utile red car and 
we sal In front of Bolden's house and \ had these 
documents, eleven of them, mounted In one of those 
salesmen’s books with the plastic pages, under celluloid. 
And Bolden sits In the back and looks at them and looks 
*1 each one and says. 1 knew it You are here to put me 
back in prison. I’m on parole!’ I says. ’Bolden. I want to 
clear you.’ ’Like hell you do! You're part of a government 


I PROVED THAT THE CIA 
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effort to put me back.’ And I say, *1 think Mark Lane 
didn't do right for you when you were down Ihcre in 
Springfield. Missouri I think all your lawyers put 
together have not done right for you. I am here to clear 
you.* ’Like hell you are. You got ray secret report It’s 
nol supposed to be out until 2039. You got l(. You stole 
It. And i‘m going to be blamed that I gave it to you and 
I'm going to be sent bock to jail ami you are going lo get 
publicity and 1 am going lo get jail.’ 1 says, "For 
godssakes Abraham Bolden, t am here to do good for 
you. I’m going to court and attach all these documents 
and I'm going to confront the goddam government and 
I'm going to put in there how they framed yrsu * ! didn’t 
know anything about Garrison or Dealey Plaza. I kept no 
clippings. I was nol Interested In that. 

Q: Garrison tried to do something and failed and 
here you re coming to this guy saying you’re going 
to do the same thing, take it to the court*. If he was 
following the Garrison com. 1 could Imagine that he 
would not have the u *me faith that you had that 70 U 
could do something In the court*. 

A: And so ! went lo court and I sued, Skofntck us. 
National Archives and Record* Service and J set forth the 
whole thing about Cuba about Kennedy, about 3oklen 
and the fact that Bolden was framed. On ihe day we 
brought the lawsuit, one -j! the major 50.000 wan 
stations here had a good young reporter Quit I knew and 
he put a major story out on it He eventually was run 
out of Chicago. There aren’t any nappy endings to any 
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of this. Stuart Pahn. He went Into the brokerage 
business. 

Q: What was in Bolden * report? 

A: It was on the plot to kill Kennedy in Chicago by a 
person named Lee Harvey Oswald and an Oswald 
double. Thomas .Arthur Vallee. both of whom were 
apprehended. Vailee was arrested on a $5 (raffle rap 
and the traffic ticket was suppressed and put in the 
National Archives. Two blocks off the Northwest 
Expressway, which Is now called the Kennedy 
Expressway. And they were going to go through a 
hairpin turn Just Uke they ended up going ui front of the 
Book Depository. They found a hairpin turn in the route 
from the airport to the college football game where on 
November 2nd Kennedy was to go to a football game In 
Chicago. He didn't come, but his route was lo go 
through a hairpin turn where they had another guy who 
was working at a CIA printing office with the window 
looking right down at Kennedy. The complaining witness 
against Vallee was Daniel Groth, not listed as 
policeman, listed os a witness. Groth came with a 
machine gun. kicked In Fred Hampton's door jnd 
assassinated people there. 

Q: The Black Panthers. 

A: 1969. The same guy. But no author ha* ever called 
me to ask for copies of Bolden's documents. A day after I 
filed the lawsuit in April of 1970, they tried to revoke 
Bolden's parole. And my friend on a major radio station 
here went on Ihe air and saved him. 

Q: So Bolden was right. They came after him. 

A: If it wasn't for the radio station. Bolden would have 
gone back to jail. I got world-wide publicity, except tn 
Chicago. The Chicago press ignored 11. But 1 also got on 
the crap list with aim 0*1 every assassination researcher 
Sylvia Meagher, who wrote Accessorius After Thr Fact. 
called me up and says . “Who the hcil are you? Do you 
know about Ihe Dallas thing?* 1 suyv ’Nol a wonl.’ ’Did 
you read the Warren Commission documents?’ 'Docs 
not pertain lo my thing.’ ’You’re a fraud, Skclnick.’ I 
say*. *1 am not investigating which way ihe bullets went 
in DcaJcy Plaza. I'm only on the Chicago plot.’ 

Q: So sbe took it oa Intruding on hor turf. 

A: Yean. David LlfUm writes me a letter, and J can give 
you a xerox copy. “You are a fraud and you stole the 
documents from rac.’ "I don I know who the luck you 
are. David Li/lonl* Wdabcrg sends me a thing In the 
form of a legal paper which lie never filed. Welsberg us. 
SkolrUck. he wanted damages for me stealing ihe eleven 
documents from him. Nobody 10 this day has made an 
accurate chapter or sub-chapter on the Bolden thing, 
g: So the researchers all converged on you even 
though you're making a contribution to ■ case that 
they’re supposedly trying to help solve themselves. 

A: They ve ail got a vested interest Peter Dale Scoti for 
reasons I do not know has taken to ihe lecture platform 
and accused me of being a fraud. As you know, when I 
come lo the assassination conlcrences. I'm ihe one Ihey 
always want to throw out of the place. Now why Is lhal? 
Q: Carl Cgleoby atill likes you. doesn't he? 

A. In 1974 or 75 I was giving a speech in Boston and I 
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me! him for a couple of hours while I was mere he live.® 
in Cambridge. I raised the issu- about Retime Davis Ihr 
Chicago 7 and the CIA and i tell you. Carl almost look 
my crutch and wrapped it araund my throat, ric says. 
That's a forbidden subject You are no*, asking this!* 

Q: Could you restate what you said about Rennie 
Darla? 

A I came oui wilh a documented Uiuig about all the CIA 
front foundations. which l*m an expert on. t lotmd a way 
in Identify CIA Ironl foundations through 990AR. which 
Is the foundauon lax return that's a public record. I 
proved that the CIA financed Rennie Davis and the 
Chicago 7 10 down Hie Democrats and put in h'lxon. 
And when I raised this with Oglesby, he had been a big 
shot with the Students for Democratic Society, and 
when l was in Cambridge in 75. he got livid. So he's got 
Uus mixed feeling about me. He’s always worried that at 
some public place Pm going to say something about that 
and I'm going to get around to him. 

Q: So Rennie Davie. Jerry Rubin. Abbic Hoffman. 
Bobby Seale, all on the payroll? 

A: Not Bobby Scale, but the others were part of the 
gams.

Station on a live program. Rennie had me arrrsied 

Q: The Chicago police come to the defense of Rennie 

Duvla? 

A: Eighteen police, yeah. Channel 44. 

Q: 1 didn't realize until recently that It was your 
work that helped expooe the elory about E. Howard 
Hunt'* role in the downing of the airplane that killed 
hi* wife Dorothy. 

A: I sued Ihe National Transportation Safety Board and I 
didn't tell them that I had Ihelr file, all the pictures, all 
the documents, showing they knew it was sabotage 
where Dorothy Hunt and the eleven other Waiergater* 
died. So in front of 250 reporters 
I hoi gathered from all aver the 
world for the re opened atr crash 
hearings. I b*td all the documents 
on the table and l says. 'Alright 
NTSB. now is the Ume to anest roe. 

Tills is your siuH My friend swiped 
It from you. What are you going to 
do about? Arrest me In front all 
these reporters?” The Associated 
Press ran a story on ihe A wire: 

'Chicago legal researcher Sherman 
Skolnlck presented today a heavily 
documented case of what he claims 
is sabotage based on government 
documents.” Only one piper In the 
country ran the story even though It 
was on the international wire. The 
Seattle Intelligencer is ihe only one 
that ran Ihe stories. The Tribune 
ran a cropped picture of me sifting 
ai the table and says "Skolnick has 
no documents to support his 
contention of sabotage.” CBS had a 
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So THE PRESS IS THE BUS COMPANY. WHAT MY LEFT WING CRITICS ARE

Uve thing dosed circuit that they didn’t use on I he air 
for their executives, because UAL Incorporated was the 
parent company of United Airlines, whose flight 553 
crashed, exactly one month after Nixon s re-election. A 
month before they killed Hate Bongs, from the WarTcn 
Commission. Dorothy Hunt and the eleven Watergatere 
who had blackmailed two million dollars out of the 
Nixon White House. 

During the hearings, on the second day I was 
tired and told this Joke. I says. I'm here to absolutely 
and categorically admit that I have no proof whatsoever 
that Edward Carlson, the head of United Airlines and 
Richard Nixon were on the plane with a .38 and shot 
Dorothy HunL I admit 111" I figured it was going to be u 
Joke and everybody was going to laugh.

A; The one who was working on that was my friend A J. 
Weberman. When he went on the road with Mike 
Canfield after the publication of their book. Cotip O'Etat 
Ch America, his editor was from Nigena. Opaku. for 
reasons that I do not know, he instated that they put in 
a thing there condemning Skolmck. Weberman says 
(hat they Insisted that the book woukinl be published if 
he didn’t allow them to condemn me.

I've been 
condemned by Chip Berlet that I am a Nazi and yet I ran 
the first seminar and nobody in the liberal press gave n 
single word to. I was the only knowledgeable journalis t 
that came to a press conference of Simon WrJsemhul 
and they took me away under arrest because It was u 
private club. 

I deeply resent Chip Berlet. Z Magazine, vanoun 
books, that run Merries that I am a Nazi. The problem in 
that the liberal press will not run stories about what I 
do. The C!A and Rennie Davta. The CIA and th«r 
foundaUons. the 990AR. the public lax returns- Most of 
the so-called left press is financed by the intelligence: 
agencies. 1 can prove that So they’re not Independent. I 
know if# a terrible thing...and I could go into a long rap 
about how the ACLU has been taken over by lh»r 
Baldwin Foundation, which runs The Nation magazine, 
which Is very liberal and runs a lot of good stones but 
heaven help you If you raise a thing about the CIA anti 
the Baldwin foundation. It's because •>/ my work in that 
area dial 1 get rapped by the left So they won't publish 
me in any of tlictr magazine*. The only one that wnulfl 
publish ray stones, about the Banca La Voro, thin 
different stuff, is the right wing press. I'm an orthodoJC 
Jew My mother s whole family died In the Warsaw 
ghetto, the Lube.lsky family. To say that I'm a Nazi and 
promote the Nazi cause ta the moat horrendous thln|» 
that you could say about me. Also. Mar Bnissell. She':» 
dead and can't speak. She showed how I he Nazis wen: 
involved with the JFK thing. To say lhal Mac Brussell 
and Sherman Skolnlck are Nazis, this Is the worst 
defamation! 

Q: The left won't listen to you so you rs kind of 
poshed Into tbs irma of the Liberty Lobby.

Whether "Turkey Buzzard" woa 
intended as Welch's last will and 
testament became moot, for his 
body was never found. In May of 
1971. suffering from morbid 
depression but at die peak of hla 
career. Welch disappeared with 
his rifle into the woods. Before 
long, Snyder found an entry In 
Welch’s Journal, appointing a 
literary executor. Donald Allen, 
and lamenting a wasted life but 
adding, *J went Southwest. 
Goodbye.* Search parties were 
unsuccessful, even with their 
field narrowed lo a quarter of the 
compass. It Is still a matter of 
debate whether Lew Welch 
managed to kill liimself where no 
one would ever find him or 
whctlier he simply 'dropped onC 
of society.

Lew Welch, who was born In 1926 and 
disappeared In 1971. Is one of the lesser known names 
of the Beat movement of the 1940s, 50% and *60s but he 
was also possibly its finest poet. His is also one of the 
mystery stories of the milieu that gave rise to more 
recognizable names like Allen Ginsberg. Gary Snyder. 
Jack Kerouac. and WlUlam Burroughs. Welch seemed 
tom between the two sides of the Beat personality— the 
urbane us. the bucoUc: the reckless os. the sagacious. 
Scholars argue whether the very term Beat comes from 
the word boaUJte or from beat meaning “fatigued.* 
“defeated." Both etyma make sense for Welch. He 
combined Ginsberg and Kerouac's jazz-inflected ribaldry 
with Snyder's qutet mysticism. His verse has ihe hip 
slangy rhythms of WlUlam 5. Burroughs but also the 
Zen inetTabtllty of Snyder and Philip Whalen. Like his 
life, his death Is fuU of contradictious. Some wonder 
whether he died at ail. 

As Snyder writes. Welch ’drank Cur too murh. 
hud a way with guns, and rook one with him into the 
woods, never lo be leen again. In May of 1071 " But 
these woods were Snyder's neck of them. In the 
mountains of northern 
California. Snyder doesn't quite 
say he died there There are 
clues that fie may still be alive, 
perhaps In hiding, perhaps 
abroad 

Before Welch became 
renowned as a poet on the San 
Francisco scene, he knew 
Snyder and Whalen ut Reed 
College in Portland. Oregon. His 
D A. ihests- praised by wuium 
Carlos Williams, on whom Welch 
foisted a copy dunng a lecture 
appearance— was on Gertrude 
Stein, matriarch of a generaUun 
Hurt was Lost If not quite BeaL 
Welch went on to wntr ad copy 
for Montgomery Ward In the 
1950s. where he actually 
penned the pithy slogan worthy 
Of Stein. “Raid Kills Bugs Dead"

Welch, this phrase was a sort o! 

Zen koan about ilie food-chain 
at its most unnatural. He was to 
develop the theme in his later 
work, as he studied mysticism 
with Snyder and. in his poems.

Snyder s phrasing would make sense, though. If Welch 
had continued to pursue tars interest in Eastern 
mysticism by escaping somehow to Asia (roughly 
south toesQ , sometime, say. after his forty-fifth birthday, 
which was three months after he disappeared. His plans 
In 1950 to escape to Chile to avoid the draft, revealed In 
l*-u**rs written (e his mother at the time would support 

this tendency In Welch. There's no proof that he went to 
Asia, but It's the only scenano that makes sense in light 
of Snyder’s odd statement. 

The strangest pan of the whole story was sworn 
to nte by an acquaintance of nunc, the one who tracked 
down Don Allen in a rathe: aggressive way in (he early 
lOAOs to try to get to the bottom of (he Issue of the 
missing parts of his Reed talk. This acquaintance was 
working at a diner in Madison. Wisconsin, shortly alter 
his communication with Allen and was startled by a 
grizzled-looking customer who came in. walked right up 
to him. and said, peering into his eyes. *11 you have 
something you'd like to ask me. ask il now.* My 
acquaintance thought Lhe stranger looked familiar but 
was too taken aback to say anything except that he bad 
nothing to ask him and didn't know what he meant 
The customer hung around for a few minutes and then 
left and never returned. My acquaintance claims the 
man looked like an older, more bedraggled version cvf 
Lew Welch. 

Whether he's In Japan. Tibet, or Wisconsin, or 
In a ravine In the Sierras swept unrecognizably back Into 
the food-chain he revered. Welch’s poetry still speaks to 
us. He was a tireless critic of mechanized American 

society, and mayb« after nil he did fulfill the pro mine of 
one of his earlier ruminations:

A There’s been a few historical articles In Couert Action 
Information Bulletin, but the general public is not 
informed about the government's bio wax lore program;

I have just 
read an article written by Callen. saying that he has Just 
come back from the dead. He took a new form of 
chemotherapy, which he was very much against In 
pnnapic. But he had no choice, and die chemotherapy 
was successful. Now he's gotten a new lease on life. He's 
lasted a long time, and he's written a book called 
Surviving AIDS. His long terra survival Is miraculous, but 
the bottom line a that his prognosis is still poor. 

No one has the answer to AIDS For years 1 have 
studied the so called "cancer microbe" which Is Ihe 
bacterium associated with nancer. The microbe is also 
important m ADS. in that- these bacteria are very active 
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in the pathology o1 AIDS Unfortunately, Scientific work 
snowing cancer bacteria it. Kaposi a sarcoma. ana AIDS 
has been totally ignored So I havr these two crosse*. lo 
bear.! have this knowledge that AIDS Is man made and 
that tt has a very close relationship to cancer In terms of 
being caused. u» pan. by cancer bacteria. We don't do 
very wed treating cancer Vow. If we don't do well with 
cancer, why would it be expected that we would do well 
with AIDS? Actually, treating cancer t* a little bit simpler 
because at least the patient has an immune system, 
whereas in the end stage* of AIDS, the patient has no 
immune system So I'm eery negative in terms of cures 
for AIDS. 

Doctor Strecker believes HIV was produced by 
manipulating ca nce r causing viruses, such as I hr bovine 
leukemia virus. Even Gallo says AIDS is basically a 
variant of cancer 

Q: Are you aware of Gastoo N'aesscns? (Slsamshoue! 
Debris: In 1980. the Canadian government tried 
Naessens for allegedly peddling a fake cancer end 
AIDS cure, an inlralympha tic ally-Injected camphor- 
baaed compound he called 714-X. Vaceeena waa 
acquitted after many wtlneaaee testified that 714-X 
had cured or alleviated the dlaeaae in them. 
Naeaaena' theory of a ‘somatId cycle". Involving a 
eub microscopic, sub cellular organism responsible for 
degenerative diseases bears similarity to Dr 
Cantwell s cancer microbe hypotheala.) 

A: I am aware of Naesscn* work. Hr also doesn't play 
with .1 full deck Hla micxoacoplc work la Intimately 
related lo the work of other scientists . but you never 
would know U Imm reading whal he writes. 

0: Supposedly he baaed hie microscope on the Royal 
Rife microscope, but hi* la more powerful with better 
resolution. 

A Weil. yeah. All these discoveries air uuerronnected. I 
think Naeaaena' work ha* tremendous potential. I Just 
Utah he would explain lo people tliat hla work Is a pan 
of a bigger picture 

fi: Are you aware of the AIDS a* Soviet biological 
warfare theory of Thomas Bearden? (St^amshovol 
Debris; A former high ranking military officer and 
physicist, Bearden's AIDS: Biological Wor/arv was 
printed In 1088 by Tesla Book Co. TO Bor 121873. 
Chula Vista. CA 01012.) 

A Yeah. 1 know Tom Bearden. That book was written 
before be met me and knew about my books. To me. 
anyone who writes about AIDS being biological warfare 
is worth reading It gets people lo think.

One should pay 
attention to hi* idea* lm not saying to people. "Look, 
because Dr. Cantwell says AIDS i* man made you 
should believe AIDS Is man made", but if you re 
Interested tn the health of the planet, and about me 
on gin of AIDS, you should at least read what I have to 
say. You have to cutnc u> yuui own cumlustuu. Bui in 
order to come to the conclusion that AIDS t» man made, 
you have to open your mind to certain tact*, and some of 
(he tacts that might lead to this conclusion, are 
very...evlL You nusl be aware that so railed "good" 
people a ID do evil things. And you have to be »wurc Urn I 
this hcu> happened, and that II t» happening, and that It 
will continue to happen unless people speak out against 
It! Genocide programs, holocaust*, happen over and over 
and over again, r'uid the reason they occur is because 
moat people stay »tlenl and don't wunt la net involved. 

Q: Well. It also #«cm* some people think that when It 
happens to thslr people It's genocide, when It 
happen* (o others, it's tough luck. I remember 
reading something In The Nm u» Republic. I believe It 
was. tn which a Jewish author waa actually aghast at 
someone's comparison of the Turkish atrocities 
against tha Armenian* In the late lOtb century to 
the Holocaust. He waa maintaining that only the 
Naai slaughter or Jew* was true genocide, and other 
cases were...well, it waa the equivalent of saving that 
when it happen* to someone else it's not as had as 
when It happens to us. 

A Some people think Ibe Holocaust Is special, that II 
should only be referred to as .'happening only to) the 
Jews I personally feel that AIDS Is another rerun o! die 
Holocaust Some writer* aay n is wrong to equate ADS 
with the Holocaust I believe murder is murder It's like 
trying to make AIDS a special disease. WeU. it U special 
In that we want to get to the root of K. But 1 don't think 
the death of one group is more important than the death 
of another Hitler realized that tf the Turks could gel 
away with exterminating Armenians, then he could get 
away with exiernSnaUng Jews. And he almost succeeded 
completely! If the world community took a firm stand 
against this sort of thing, genocide programs wouldn't 
continue the way they have. 

Q: Getting hsefc to Thomas Bearden, do you know if 
he still believes the Soviets were behind AIDS? 

A It’s hard to say I don't really know. You'd have to a*K 
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Q: l don't either. Bearden wrote that although AIDS 
was a product of Fort Detrick iSteamshm>el Debris: 
the US Army's biological warfare research center 
near Frederick. Maryland. A portion of the facility la 
occupied by the .National Cancer Institute's research 
labs, under the direction of the National Institute of 
Health. Most researchers who consider AIDS to be 
the result of secret blowarfarc research regard Fort 
Detrick as its moat likely point of origin]. It was the 
work of Soviet Infiltrators. Tet he never mentioned 
Walt Ssmuneaa (the Soviet refugee defector who 
headed the 1H7M hepatitis 0 vaccine trials In .New 
York City, from which many of the first AIDS cases 
emerged), who would be the perfect scapegoat for 
anyone wanting to pursue a Soviet link. But If the 
KGB wanted to take out America with a secret germ 
warfare attack, why infect a fringe group like gay 
men. why not infect the ruling class and decapitate 
the enemy, *> to apeak?

He has to know 
what is going onf Francis likes to uncover epidemics, 
treat II with a vaccine, then find another epidemic, get 
that ail squared away, and then search for vet another 
epidemic! (See gutter Blood, p. 421 Thai's also like 
arsonists who go from one forest fire lo another!

Q: Getting back to the HBO version of Randy Shills 
book. ShUta la hast known for ths -Patient Zero- 
theory, that this airline steward Gaelan Dugas was 
the Typhoid Itary of AIDS, spreading It all over the 
world, Infecting people he had sex with. This story 
gats portrayed on national TV to much publicity, and 
people who haven’t read hla book, or would never 
read It or any book on AIDS will see the show, and 
they're going to think this la all there to to know. 

A: Randy Shills is considered the number one AIDS 
reporter in America. Unfortunately, he is currently Ul 
fflth AIDS. (Suramshavet Debris. Randy ShUts died of 
AIDS at age 42 In mid-February 1994. after this 
Interview was conducted.) But lie gets his information 
from the government AIDS experts. Hla book, which 
included the ‘Patient Zero* story wildly successful. 
The tabloids loved the ‘Patienl Zero* story, and gave 
Shllts great publicity. Of course, you have to ask 
yourself why so many government doctors were carefully 
trucking people s sexual lives? What was the coal to Ux 
payers to follow ‘Patient Zero* all around the country 
and to interview all the people he had aex with? That 
should tell you something, right? 

Part of the explanation for that la that the 
government knew exactly wliai had happened, they 
knew exactly how the AIDS virus was seeded Into the 
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Physicians naively think if

g: Why does the Jnstioe Department, of all 
government agenclce. have the records of the 
hepatitis B vaccine trlale. and why are they 
classified? Shouldn't those records belong to s 
medical agency? 

A Well, those medical records of those g.iy mm are 
confidential. You can t get that information. I talked to a 
producer of 2 0/20 or SO Minutes I can’t remember. It 
sms a couple of years ago. His argument wus "Well, we 
tried to check out your story, but the governments not 
cooperating ‘ And! said. ’But you guy* have Ihr number 
one investigative reporting ahow on TV. Did you expect 
the government tc cooperate with your investigation?* 1 
mean, come onl It was so obvious that the producer wan 
afraid to do the sioty The media doesn’t wunt lo touch 
die AIDS is man rsade story. I think the reason why they 
don't wan* to tackle this story to because It to really lire 
most logical and the simplest and the most scientific 
explanation for how and why AIDS happened. 

The average American tan! stupid. It s Just that they 
havcu’l been given mfui motion Aik! Uicii yuu liuvc tu 
ask yourself, why hasn’t the public been given certain 
basic information. And then you have lo ask yourself, 
why hasn’t the public been given certain basic 
information on the origin of AIDS? Anybody who studies 
the media knows the media to allied with big business. 
Big business is allied with the government, and the 
media is In bed with the government 
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Q: Right notice bow many reporters will get Jobe as 
government spokespeople whenever a new 
administration comes In. 

A: Exactly, my feeling about Investigative Journalism 
nowadays Is It's rapidly becoming an oxymoron. 

Q; Well, as If to underscore youx point, in your books 
yon cite two medical programs downplayed or 
Ignored by the media as the most likely sources of 
AIDS Introduction Into the population. This Is the 
hepatitis B vaccine trials which you postulate 
Introduced AIDS Into the gay white male community 
In the US. and the World Health Organisation's 
■mallpox vaccine campaign which Introduced AIDS 
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HITLER REALIZED THAT IF THE 
TURKS COULD GET AWAY WITH 
EXTERMINATING ARMENIANS, THEN 
HE COULD GET AWAY WITH EXTER¬ 
MINATING Jews. And he almost 
SUCCEEDED COMPLETELY! IF THE

Into central Africa, and both of which took place in 
the lB70a. Could you elaborate further on these 
programs? 

A: Eptdemlologically. AIDS !n the United States traces 
back to the hepadda B vaccine lrials held In New York, 
which lock place in llic Tail of 1978 and went through to 
1980. So we re talking about a period of a year and a 
half where young gay males were Injected In this 
experiment.

hepatitis B experiment which took place at the Lime 
when gay men were coming oul as a vocal group 
demanding equal rights, and as 9oon ns they were 
coming out. many of them were solicited to take pan in 
this experiment, Ihe result ol which was the AIDS 
epidemic. Tills was interesUng bemuse the govemineni 
traced thr spread of the HIV virus in ihe gay community 
primarily by using Ihe blood of gay men who had 
depositee blood lor die hepatitis vaccine study. 

9: Wo bepatilla a problem for gay men at the time? 

A: WelL that's another story because the government 
claimed that gay people had been Infected with hepatitis 
through a major outbreak in the gay community I 
think this scan; was ihe way die government was able to 
convince them to be part of an experiment. 
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Q: It was a lure. 


A Well, exactly Now that we know more about Ihe 
hepatitis B. we know that heterosexuals nave the same 
problem and It seems to be more prevalent in the 
straight community Tills whole hepatitis B scare was a 
wav of getting gay people excited and to get them to 
think they have to gel this vaccine lo save their lives,. ar 
theyII die from hepatitis B Now r personally have never 
known of a gay man lo die of hepatitis B. and it seems to 
tne that all the hoopb about hepatitis B in the gay 
community and the threal ll represented was nothing 
compared to the havoc that resulted from that 
experiment In terms of the AIDS epidemic. 

I don't know of any gay men in llie 80® or the 70s 
that were burying their brothers from hepatitis B. but I 
sure knew a lot of grays who were burying their brothers 
Iri the 80s with AIDS. 1 feel very strongly that a Jot of 
that hepatitis B scare was hoopla. They said they were 
saving peoples lives from hepatitis B at the same time 
they were giving people HIV. 

g: The doctor who oversaw the hepatitis D vaccine 
trials. Wolf Sxmuneaa. certainly mmi like ■ 
auspicious character. His Hat of potential teat 
subjects was so strongs because it included diverse 
groups that be must have known he would never be 
able to assemble in New Tork City, like Eskimos. 

A; Well, that wits the point- !t'» almost like a cliche that 
certain groupu are riddled with hepatitis B. Thai's the 
kind of Nazi science that makes for good experimental 
subjects. You scare the shit out of these people and vnu 
do n whole condemnation of a certain kind of culture or 
lifestyle, and then you zero In and proclaim that we're 
going to save you. and then you experiment on them. 

Q: I was suggesting that ha really wanted to use gay 
men from the start, and he juat made up this phony 
list to show that he had considered others, but as 
they didn't really offer the same possibilities, he 
used gay men Instead. So be got the group he wanted 
to experiment on from the start. 

A: Well, probably not I wouldn't say that for Ihe man. 
When you do study hepatitis B. 11 was quite obvious, in 
those days, that certain group® had a high per rentage of 
hepatitis B. particularly dentists. 1 think dentists m this 
country have the highest rate of hepatitis B infection 
bccuusc they're always poking around in people's 
mouths with needles and getting bitten. But I don't 
think they ever wen! around to promiscuous 
heterosexuals, or into whorehouses, or even Into VD 
clinics at that time to do studies on promiscuous 
heterosexuals. Now you read in the newspaper that they 
say. 'Well, we used to think that hepatitis B was a gay 
disease now we know that anyone can get IL* Doesn't 
that sound familiar? 

Q; Yes. but getting back to Sxmuneaa. it seemed to 
me that the reason why he picked gay men for his 


test sobjects was because be considered them 
expendable. Did you get that Impression? 

A. I don't quite agree with that. I'm paranoid, but not 
quite that paranoid I think primarily because he wae 
working out of the New York City blood renter, and as 
you say. it s hard lo find Eskimos in Manhattan, so I 
think that the faci that gay people were so available, 
and in such large numbers, and that he was able to 
choose the most promiscuous people probably in the city 
determined his choice. Plus. If you're going to do an 
experiment. It's important that you get reliable people to 
experiment on. Certainly, they're much easier lo deal 
with than mental deficients or alcoholics, or kidney 
disease patients Plus he would say that he really 
wanted lo lest the vaccine In a healthy population Well, 
the Irony Is that there was this cliche that all 
promiscuous gay men were diseased or Infected or 
lmmunodeppres*»ed. and basically that’s bullshit. Gay 
men In general were extremely healthy then. Szjnuneaa 
didn't want anybody in Ids experiment who wasn't 

Q: At that time, gay men were actually quite health 
conscious, even oas cs sed. weren't they? 

A Well, as 1 said In AIDS and Ihe Doctors oj Death. at 
least half ihe men, despite their notoriety in term® of 
sexual promiscuity had never had VD. What people don't 
understand is that you can have hundreds of sex 
partners and never come down with gonorrhea or 
syphilis or herpev Some people are afraid that If they go 
to bed with sometody, they're going to gel a STD But 
the reality is. there ore many people, and I'm sure you 
know some, who have a lot of sex partners and simply 
never get anything. Then there arc people who go out 
and get laid three times a year and come down with 
herpes, or gonorrhea, or get pregnant 

Bui I think his reason for choosing these 
homosexual men was that they were responsible, and 
they were eager, and they were available.

Philip Zimmerman, owner of Boulder Software 
Engineering of Boulder. Colorado, utilized a public 
domain mathematical formula called the RSA algonthm 
(for tta Inventors. Messrs. Rarest. Shamir, and Adelxnanl 
to Independently develop stale of ihe art "guerilla 
freeware" for the masse* called PGP (for ‘Pretty Good 
Privacy"). Zimmerman ha* rationalized that since the 
military, the government, and organized crime all have 
access to cryptographically secure communication*, that 
the common person should have the same capabilities 
"When cryptography is outlawed, only outlaws will have 
cryptography." Note that Zimmerman did not produce a 
piece of software that would be sold. He publicized the 
RSA algorithm and the PGP source code, and waited 
(successfully) for the information age axiom ‘Information 
wants to be free* to lake over. It did. 

In a world where companies routinely claim the 
right to monitor employee electronic mail and telephone 
calls, and where post Nixonian governments typically 
use Illegally ohlained information as levrrage Tor 
attacking opponents (the m-dta calls these "high piaced 
anonymous sources'), the citizenry Is the last lo be able 
to communicate privately 

In a recent Wall Sheer Joumai article lAprll 28. 
1994. p. 1). author William Buikclry cites electronic mail 
from Latvia thanking Zimmerman for creatine PGP 
which is used to keep politcaJJy unpopular information 
from 'he local PoUzei. "If dictatorship takes over Russia, 
your PGP is widespread Iron Baltic to Far Easi now and 
will help democratic people S necessary.* 

A common rallying cry by the "ctpherpunk* 
community on the Internet discussion group 
alLavcunty.pgp is 'They'll have to pry my PGP from my 
cold dead lingers." This is the first Usenet discussion 
group in which I nave seen ‘he term "dlckwad" applied 
to correspondents. Zimmerman himself has chimed in 
on occasion, ’hough his lawyers have advtsed he keep 
mum while a Federal Grand Jury probes his role in 
exporting prohibited munitions. You see. PGP as "public

key cryptography" has been classified by the State 
Department ua a prohibited munitions. In the borderless 
world of the Internet terms such aa "International 

export" are absurd. 

Wlitle Zimmerman may be under ihe Federal 
gun for exporting weaponry, the Feds themselves have 
apparently exported the RSA algorithm and public key 
cryptographic software In various engineering 
proceedings with no qualms. The war being fought Is 
fraught with yet stranger and stranger twtnto and turns. 
Those unaffiliated with sanctioned business or 
government agencies seem to be most likely to come 
under attack. If you purchase the cryptographic 
software from any of the companies holding the patents 
and copyrights, you arr safe from luirassment but arc 
ynur communications safe? The same people bringing 
you the trust-us-wc-won’t- look-at your-messages- 
without a warrant Clipper Chip only seem to have n 
problem with software, like PGP. which is independently 
developed and verified by an amorphous cadre of 
international clpherpunks as being free of trap doors. A 
"trap door - is a hook in ihe software winch would allow 
"someone" to decode a message. The whole point of the 
Clipper Chip b to allow the government easy access to 
Clipper encrypted information. 

Examples of harassment against PGP users 
abound on ihe Internet. In the Usenet discussion group 
alt.secunty.pgp a user utilizing the name of David 
Slernllghl. has even examined a pro-PGP user's 
computer files in order to report that said user has 
Illegal PGP software on his computer account and thus 
should have his Internet contract revoked. "Slernllghl" 
has become notorious as a well spoken, literate, clean 
cut opponent Iwho claims not to be an opponent) to the 
use of what he considers Illegal software In violation of 
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copyright and patent law (sounds innocuous). 

Until recently copyright and patent issues were 
I he primary weapons used by the anti-cryptograpny 
cabal (all upstanding citizens). Stranger twist is thal the 
copyright on the RSA algorithm isn't valid outside the 
United States. The Europeans have independently 
developed compatible versions of PGP which are legal 
abroad. So Zimmerman may be accused af exporting 
•munitions* (cryptographic software) to countries thal 
already hove legal versions of those same ‘munitions*I 

The rurreni whirlpools in the rapids have found 
the original developers of the REA algorithm. The 
MassachuR9etts Institute of Technology |M!T was 
originally funded by the U.S. Government), releasing an 
apparently copyright and patent sale version of PGP for 
Lhc public lo use This PGP version 2.5 lasted only three 
days on the Internet before It was pulled by Mrr or their 
handlers. Version 2.6 ta due any day. What happened? 
Was there an obvious trap door thal would Indicate 
collusion by parties interested tn a weakened version of 
PGP for the masses'? AlLsecuriHi.pqp clpherpur>ks will be 
adding gnai to the mill, and I will be reading It. a* the 
next weeks pass. 

Final note: Rrp. Mana Cantwell ©-Washington) 
vu« the House Foreign Affairs committee, has introduced 
legislation which would allow the legal export of 
encryption software. The Clinton administration, to no 
one's surprise, hits gone on record opposing this 
relaxation of the export laws. It will also be Interesting to 
see what happens to Cantwell as time passes. Skeletons,

Danny Casolaro was 
two yean gone and the key players in the Investigation 
he began ostensibly had left power after the 1993 
election- Casolaro’s work was left unfinished, however, 
and his metaphorical sea creature still swam In the sea 
of current events.

McClendon also noted the 
Hamilton* complaints that Hubbell and FBI investigator 
Scott ErakJne had plans to release a rr.porl without 
having talked to Important Casolaro associates or 
Investigating curious Incidents, Including a threat 
against Casolaro made by a friend of Vklenlcks.

Rlconoscuito 
also (old Mark Swaney. ihe head of a University of 
Arkansas student group responsible for a petition drive 
to investigate Mena, that he had been involved in 
developing chemical and biological weapons In a project 
connected to POM-apparently never explicit dial (his 
was also ronnected to the work he did on Cabazon tribal 
lands--and that the company also manufactured 
external iud f anks for C-130 transport planes. 

Rlconoscuito had already confided to Alexander 
Cockburo (hat he had supervised high-tech equipment 
transiers and developed software to heip launder money 
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For critics who complained about 
Clinton's passivity in investigating the 
MENA AIRSTRIP. A LESS PASSIVE REASON TOR 
HIS INACTION EMERGED. WITH A TENTACLE

at Mena (71 and explained Owl POM. in conjunction with 
the Infamous Wackenhul and Stormont Lab* in 
Woodland. California, began production of the delivery 
system for the new chemical and blowarlare weaponry 
for uae in the Contra war in 1963. Long range transport 
missions require the use or external fuel tanks, but 
again Klcommcullo was not explicit in connecting this 
with his tales of space aliens or the bizarre aircraft at 
Area 51 that had attracted Casolaro's attention. 
Riconosculto told Cockbum that POM made the tanks 
for unconventional guerilla warfare against the Contras. 
POM was to receive rhemical agents from the 354th 
Chemical Company of the Array Reserve, located on 
property across from the corrugated barn housing the 
POM facilities, for use m small explosive devices made 
with (he same equipment POM used lo produce parking 
meters { 01 .

Development Finance Authority, a controversial stale 
authority co-written by Webster Hubbell in 1985.

The ADFA primarily served two masters: the 
Stephens.

Gee. behind the tinted 
glass I couldnl tell it was so green out here,' He lit a 
mysterious-looking cigarette and brought out a small 
pockel ashtray, a golden object resembling a pillbox 
Perhaps hla butt ends had become relics or collectibles. I 
should have asked him to explain this, for everything he 
did was noted and I had to answer the questions of my 
neighborhood friends. for whom Nicholson s appearance 
here was something like the consecration of a whole 
stretch of road.* 

I was first alerted to the new biography of Jack 
Nicholson when Christopher Lehmann-Haupi's review 
appeared In The New York Times. One of the reviewers 
comments st. od ouc *Bul less rngaglng sides of the star 
emerge: ht» taste for drugs and one-night stands: his 
Indulgence of crackpot Hankers like the orgone box 
psychoanalyst. Wilhelm Reich: his habit of monning In 
public places like the Boston Garden...’ (Funny he 
should call Reich a ’crackpot’ since, in a 1971 review of 
Mass Psychology of Fascism, he claimed. ’Perhaps It is 


time :o reconsider ail of Wilhelm Reich...and to reopen 
th** question of cosmic orgone energy, its effect on 
cancer, and other theories Reich died in Lcwlaberg 
Federal Penitentiary defending. 1 

Jack Nicholson is a Reichian? But I guess I 
knew that 

Normally. I am no fan of celebrity biography, but 
I ran out and bought this one. And 1 can't say I was 
disappointed. Well-researched, lively and impeccably 
documented. McGlUlgan'a book is a breezy read which 
captures the readers attention from the atari and rarely 
lets go. Nicholson, the most highly paid Actor in Aim 
history (*60 million including ‘points* on merchandizing 
from Banranj. has fashioned himself into a cultural Icon 
of Cool despite humble origins as a nerd from Neptune. 
New Jersey. 

McGIIllgan makes much of Nicholson's Oedlpal 
conflict: Jack remained unaware until his mid-thirties 
that the safer he always called ’June* was actually Ills 
mother, and that the couple he thought of as his parents 
were actually his grandparents. But fortunately 
McGUllgan spares us the expected heavy pseudo- 
analysis, and places more emphasis on Nicholson’s real 
achievements. I mean, did Jock ever play a bad role that 
you can remember? He's rescued many a film. 

Tc be honest, my main reason for buying the 
book was to find out about the extent to which 
Nicholson Is Indebted to Reich's Ideas. And I wasn't 
disappointed. Nicholson Untl started talking about Reich 
In his boho days as a serai-employed actor In Roger 
Corman'a low-budget biker epics; a friend from those 
days cites Camus. Nietzsche, and Reich as Nicholson's 
main Intellectual reference points. Nicholson comes 
through dearly as o sophisticated guy. While McGUllgan 
portrays Nicholson's interest in Reich ns a 
rationalization for womanizing common among 60 s 
hipsters. It's also clear that 
Nicholson's appreciation went far 
deeper than thaL By the 1970s. 
Nicholson repeatedly stressed the 
Importance of Reich's sexual 
political Ideas, and the star's 
biographer told tne over the phone 
that Nicholson had ’replaced 
Catholicism with Reichlanlsm" 


In 1987 Jack told 
Rolling Slone magazine 
that be had been a 
supporter of Gary Hart, 
the U.S. senator from 
Colorado who dropped out 
of the presidential race 
after it was revealed that 
he was carrying on an 
exixa-marital affair. “I'm a 
Hart supporter because he 
furks." Nicholson told 
Rolling Slone. 'Do you 
know what 1 mean?’ 
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Fuclung took precedents over politics for 
Jack. Indeed, from his noini 01 view, lucking 
was politics. 

One of the people Nicholson began lo quote 
often-either he was making a study of him or 
doing a good Job of faking It-was Wllhelrr. 
Reich, the former colleague of Freud's who 
developed the theory of ‘orgnne power" or 
orgasmic energy and later went to jail for 
merchandising sexual vibrations in dubious 

* or gone boxes.” Everybody in the la lei Sixties 
seemed to be Imbibing Reich, who in his 
writings prescribed sexual freedom as a cure for 
moat of society's ills. 

To Jack. Reich was “the most Important 
political writer and thinker of ihe last century.* 
Reich became like a new religion lor Jack, a 
counterpoint to Catholicism, and one that, like 
the Mother Church, contained articles of faith 
that might be utilized In every area of life. 

When he was promoting Drrne. He SakL his 
definitive movie on the Sixties Jack continually 
brought up Reich's name “I do feel that the 
enuntry IB hung up in a sexually repressive 
society.* Nicholson said in a 1071 radio 
interview, expounding on his belief iu Relchlan 
theories, which in his mind were linked, 
tntrlguingly, with Infant psychology and famlllaJ 
relationships. 

‘The way Reich describes n- ihe very 
description of Ihe convulsion of an orgasm, of a 
change, of an expansion and contraction...He 
believes that from infancy It Is Incorporated into 
the psychology of every person: that they deal 
wltli the flow of sexual energy* by either holding 
It down - as you do with breathing...You control 
its expression by how much fuel' you give It to 
express Itself...You then develop 'familial 
relationships' around these altitudes of 
tension- and the family' then develops It into 
towns, cl lies, and societies." 

Jock may have been standoffish about some 
aspects of the Sixties, bul he understood what 
would work for him. Drugs and sexual liberation 
yielded positive results, In his case: and the 
personal and professional growth, which he 
boasted about, was obvkms to close friends. 


Nicholson’s Uttle known Drive. He Said was an 
explicitly Relchlan movie, according to the actor's 
interviews promoting the film. Throughout his career. 
Nicholson has eschewed traditional politicking so 
ridiculous and rife among Hollywood stars. His 
consistent ability to capture free—even cxploslve- 
cmollonaJ expression on the screen casts a whole new 
light upon Ids experiences In Reich tan therapy, in which 
patlenls are encouraged to break down their resistance 
against feeling deep emotion. 


In most ways the character of GabneL who 


■goes crazy under tiie stress of his vision,* in 
NTchoiscm's words, was closer in Jack: like Jack, 
a ioser with women, with a history of premature 
ejaculation. (Nicholson wrote a scene, not in Ihe 
book, that implied as much.) 

"Gabriel Is a Reich-Influenced, young, 
politically revolutionary character, who believes 
what Reich said about politics.* Nicholson said 
in interviews following the film's release. *Hls 
action through the Him is the life of Reich; he 
was right, what lie war. trying wu» right, no one 
believed him. it drove him crazy and he was 
institutionalized." lp.216) 

Of course, Jack Nicholson wasn't the only 
celebrity Relchlan. those were different times 

*1 kind of admired the way Jack was able to 
bring everything down to the bottom line.’ 
(Susan) Strasberg continued. "He didn't 
complicate things in the way that some actors 
do When we were filming Ithr sex scene), for 
example. I discussed Reichlan therapy wltli him. 

1 had been In Relchlan therapy, and so had 
Jock. I believe. Ketch was a brilliant man with 
complex theories, lar ahead of their lime, about 
the Uo-cnergy of the body. And l remember Jack 
distilling U all down to 'You furk belter." Ip. 166)

Richard Nixon, of course, is now dead. Media 
pundll* Were obligated lo come up with some 
ratinrisiiiznilon for his life of course so little enough was 
said sboul even the disgraces accepted by the 
mainstream, the misbegotten escalation of the Vietnam 
War. Watergate, the resignation. "Well, he opened up 
Chino. -Jammu'* seemed to be the refrain as television 
commentators coughed their way through their eulogies 
Even less was mentioned about, for instance. Nixon s 
role In approving Gary Powers' ill fated tJ2 flight as 
means to tntemjpl a US/Sovnet summit that might have 
ended the Cold War thirty years earlier, or Nixon s 
involvement with various assassinations Nothing was 
said about the syncItromsUc wave of deaths connected 
lo Uie JKK assassination now happening- In the wake 
(still) of the Stone movie, the passage of the 
Assassinations Material Review Act and the observance 
of the thirtieth anniversary of the assassination. Ntxun. 
John Connally, H.R. Haldeman. Frank Sturgis. Bill 
Hicks (the JFK assassination comedian recently kicked 
off the Lettemuin show. unother last-acting cancer) and 
now Jackie Kennedy Onassls. all dead within less than a 
year. Few even noted this as coincidence. 

ISleumshmwl Debris: The best commentary on 
Nixon lo pass this editorial desk came from Mark 
Zeperuucr of the Tucson Comic News. Zrpezaucr wrote a 
comprehensive overview of Nixon’s public Me. noting the 
doubling of US deaths in Vietnam by Nixon for no 
discernible change m the war's final settlement terms: 
the transformation of Chile Into a fascist state: the 
mindless support of the Shah of Iran, consequent oil 
crisis and all the attendant economic won of the IftTOs: 
Nixon * Ues lo the mob. He concludes that "Richard 
Nixon, a dismal, loathsome toad of a man. left this world 
u much nastier place than he found It. in huge pad due 
to hts career.* 'hie Tucson Comic News is available for 
$10.70 for twelve Issues from POB 2111. Tucson. AZ

Nixon's lawyer* and family vowed lo conllnue 
their effort to deprive the county of its own history 
through lawsuits to stop the release of his presidential 
papers and tapes One lawyer.

(whose newly released book/CD-ROM was unavailable 
at pres* tnocl In Ends oj rower that Ntxnn makes coded 
reference to th? assassination in a Watergate tape 
should qualify all Watergate tapes as assassination 
records- The logic would be lost on Nixon's lawyers.

Skip Clemens the more he looks into Ihe 
possible Involvement of the U.S. Customs Sr nice, Uic 
FBI. and the CIA in an International child abuse ring, 
the more It resembles the Washington. DC based 
'Finders* ring uncovered In 1991. In tact, he baa come 
to suspect that It might oil be connected. 

Clemens used to be with the CIA but now hr 
says he’s with a private company in Stuart. Florida 
called Technology Strategic Planning (TSPI, that is 
staffed by former intelligence employees (although, 
unusually for a private company, its telephone number 
Is unlisted, and Directory Assistance told me thal Us 
prefix die. nor exist in thal area code). Clemens says Die 
capacity he weeks in now is not as on agent but as a 
“parcnL* Clemens' own child was one of the victims ol 
the Glendale Montessori School in Florid*, which was 
busted la the mid-1980s In what has been the only 
successful prosecution ever in the UA for ritual abuse 
{contra Ken Loaning, the FBI's Fake Memory Syndrome 
advocate, who denies ritual abuse ausisi. 

Numerous other ex-CIA officials' kids were 
victimized in that case. loo. but once (he true scope of 
the operation became known prosecutors hands were 
already led.

aMossination are equally' stupid and Liugluxble. Which 
comic gets the assignment this yratT Through the good 
offices of Mr. Ftcund. who was otherwise occupied when 
the Pott decided to again look at conspiracies and so 
passed on the chore, the comic ironically turned out lo 
he Suramshnvel P»r/ss editor Kcnn Thomnn 

Su-anurfioueCs best attempt at documenting the 
Washington Post t> notorious relationship with the 
Intelligence community appears in Its sixth Issue. 
Steamshouei Press *0 contained an interview with 
Deborah Davis, author of Katharine The Grvol Katharine 
C.ruham and her Washington Jtest Empire . Ms. Davis 
reviewed much of the known record about the 
relationship beween Post publisher Phillip Graham and 
CIA head Allen Dulles: the ClAs project lo stall the Port 
and other newspapers with tls assets (Operation 
Mongoose!: Phil Graham • mysterious death after 
making a public announcement about lire JFK/Mary 
Meyer liaison, and Uw military intelligence backgrounds 
of such Post luminaries as Bob Woodward and Ben 
bnuiler. "The most important thing lo (the publishers of 
the ftwtj.* Ms. Davu noted. *ts putUng forth this myth 
aboul themselves, that they are supremely moral, 
supremely powerful, all-knowing, all-coring, ihat they'll 
take care of the rest of ua and anything thal they do that 
M questionable they try to cover up*. So the Washington 
Post did not patronize an unknowing or tacitly 
collaborating ally in the alternative press when It offered 
this opportunity for Steamshouei Press to provide a 
wrap-up of ‘conspiracy* research. 

The newspaper s intention was to present a 
longue-in-cheek feature heralding in the ‘new age* of 
conspiracy thones wrought by BUI CUnions first year 
tn office. The Post editor did offer caveats that the 
writing ‘had to be more careful* than what ordinarily 
appears tn Steamshouei (in the Post’s view!—but 
otherwise It made a rare verbal commitment to present 
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the material with as little varnish as possible-within 
the limits of its editorial mission. Anxious as ever for 
publicity and never adverse to exploring dimensions of 
humor In conspiracy research. Steamshovel editor 
Thomas took the challenge to present the often 
suppressed conspiracy material to the Post readership 
with minimal distortion. The result. * 0110 X 00 Era 
Conspiracies!* appeared in the January 16 edition of the 
Past. 

111011103 views the final article as 80 % successful 
In identifying currents within "conspiracy* research and 
keeping at a minimum the fhafs propensity to ridicule 
researchers. This success came an a result of three 
weeks of haggling with the editors, however- 
abandoning some good Ideas, changing others, and 
resisting attempts at putting in parenthetical Jibes 
against the research community. A flippant query not 
written by Thomas. ’Was Ccnnlfer Flowers On the 
Grassy Knoll?*, headed the article, and It Included the 
opinion, noi shared by Thomas, that the Trilateral 
Commission and the Council on Foreign Relations are 
'generally well-regarded pillars of the foreign policy 
establishment To give interested readers the best view 
of the differences. Sleamshouel Press offered two 
versions of the article to anyone purchasing Its 1994 
Assassinations Calendar the one tlul appeared In the 
Post and the ortgm.il draft. 

In the published version. Post editors rernavrd 
every reference to Area 51. ostensibly because It had 
already examined that topic at length In recent edlllons. 
Cut also was Len Bracken's comment lhal Carroll 
Quigley's speeches made him seem less the convinced 
Imbecile that Bill Clinton made him out to be In tus 
acceptance speech at the Democratic National 
Convention. The Post also trimmed a long section 
reviewing the 1993 ASK symposium and Ihe Clinton 
•KliiuuloUutluii» IncumpetcuLO In rsUtblKhUig U»e icvtcw 
board icqnired by the Assassinations Material Review 
Act of 1992. In addition to space considerations (the 
chief culprit for meal of the cutal. ihe Bast maintained 
that loo much JFK materia] would rob the article of its 
focus on Clinton conspiracies. 

Indeed, the Post was most rigorous In asking for 
rewrtles of the section on the airstnp in Mena. Arkansas 
apparently used in an OUle North-styled drugs-and guns 
scheme that then-governor Clinton failed lo investigate 
properly. The Post Insisted that this section be flushed 
out with details and sources, even inserting reference to 
Alexander Coekbums early work in breaking the Mena 
stor/. ‘Clinton Era Conspiracies!* appeared before the 
Whitewater scandal began lo flood the daily news and. 
although the death of White House aide Vincent Foster 
did comprise one section of the essay, the Mena story 
seemed the most substantial. (By March even CBS News 
could no longer resist and did a two-part broadcast oo 
Mena, albeit depriving 'he story of Important details.) 

If a similar rigor had been applied to the earlier 
article by Charles Freund menuoned by Sylwester. the 
Clinton conspiracy essay may huve never reached pnnL 
Freund load exaggerated comments Thomas made in the

’agent baiting* nude by John Judge against Mark Lane 
The resulting phone conversations and correspondence 

between the two resulted in Ficund'n ic^uuuiicitdaUou of 
Thomas for this assignment. 

Two days after the publication of the essay. 
Bobby Roy Liman withdrew his name from consideration 
as Sec r etary of Defense in a news conference that made 
him look like a conspiracy wonk. His complaints were 
made primarily against columnist William Safire. but 
some SteainshcHtrl readers suggested llui the Clinton 
conspiracy essay also may have contributed to Inman s 
derision lo withdraw. The essay had repeated Jim 
Hougan's suggestion that Inman may have been 
Watergate's Deep Throat, reflecting a general criticism of 
Inman as a source lor leaks. However, ihe essay also 
reported upon Inman's exchanges with ufologist Robert 
Oeschlcr in which the Admiral seemed to be 
acknowledging the rxisience of alien spacecraft and Ihe 
MJ12 group of UFO loir. This report appeared and was 
read widely In Timothy Good's book Allen Contact, but 
readers suggested that Its appearance In r< Washington 
dally may have caused MJ12 to force Inman cull 
Holding out Ihe possibility that such attention mav 
indeed have been one more aggravaUon underscoring 
Inman's dislike for Ihe Washington spotlight. 
Steam*hour 1 nevertheless could find no evidence that he 
lu»d iiieulKMieU tlir esnuy in Ills piess conference or on 
Larry King Lute, as some readers suggested. 

The parenthetical swipes at researchers that did 
creep Into the tod included mention of the relationship 
ol Jonathan Vankln s publisher to Ihe Unification 
church and Sherman Skolmck'i* view of Watergate. Thai 
Van kin’s book. Conspiracies, Cover Ups and Crimes was 
published by Paragon House, which is owned by Sun 
Myung Moon s church, has been widely discussed. Tills 
brief parentneucaj nod. however, allowed no opportunity 
to discuss he issues of publishing compromises thal 
SQTTOund the provenance of thal book— issues that also 
obviously Involve Ihe publication of the Clinton 
conspiracy article by the Washington Boat as well. 

The Post asked several times about Skolnicka 
take on Watergate, unknown by the author but 
presumably having something to do with the JFK 
assassination /Watergate link often scoffed at by Ihe 
mainstream but accepted os canon by certain segments 
of the research community. Hence, a non-parenthetical 
and marginally relevant statement that Skolmck "who 
has been prominent in conspiratorial circles since 
Watergate’ (Skolnlck’s work actually pre-dales 
Watergate! apjieared in the article.

The Iasi significant change made by the 
Washington Pa±l underscored the differences between 
the pre and post- published version* of Ihr article. AAer 
the article concluded that *!f indeed Clinton I* as 
Immersed In these plot*, counterplots and various 
intrigues as some of the researcher* suggest, *he need 
for the kind of moral certitude he ascribed fo Carroll 
Quigley seems obvious* Ihe Post chose lo end the article 
with it* own invention. The president will also be hard 
pressed lo find time for reforming health core, never 
mind NATO*, a gUb observation for what the newspaper 
viewed as a frivolous piece An Important point was lost 
from the original article, which nevertheless emphasized 
an Ironic relationship between ihe material H examined

One last exchange with the Pout provided some 
measure of how Ihe publication of ’Ctlnlon Era 
Conspiracies' might affect the ftjsrs future reporting of 
similar types of research.

Steamshooel faxed article* 
lo Islkoff showing (hat W’ebater L. Hubbell. the White 
House counsel and asaociate attorney general who 
resigned under one of the Whitewater waves, had been 
recently assigned to r»-op*n th* Inslaw investigation. 
The artlcks also reflected that Park-On Meter, the 
parking meter company central lo Ihe allegations leading 
lo Hubbell s resignation, had cunoua contracts with die 
Pentagon to develop more than just parking roeieni (U 
built MX missile cones for one| and that Information 
about the company had surfaced with allegations made 
in part by the notorious Informant of Danny CssoUros 
Inslaw investigation. Michael Riconoscuito. regarding 
the Mena airstrip Islkoff responded lhat he had been 
satisfied with Ihe report on Inslaw issued by Judge 
Nicholas Bua last March stating thai Danny Caaolaro 
had committed suicide and that no wrong doing was 
evident in Ihe Inslaw affair. Stroms hour/ hod faxed Its 
report from SP9 thal Judge Bua made a twenty-five
